His commitment to the franchise is imprinted on virtually every 
aspect of the organization. By combining one of the finest sports and 
entertainment venues, Ford Field, and a world-class headquarters 
and training environment with a strong management team, Mr. Ford 
has instilled the organization with the right mix of fuel that will power 
the further development of the entire Lions organization. 

“We have compiled the right pieces both on and off the field, and | 
am excited for this season because of the improvement we made last 
year and the moves we have made recently,” Mr. Ford said. 

“It will be fun for all of us, including our fans, to 
watch as this talented and young group of players 
comes together as a team and matures into a winner.

One thing and one thing only remains the utmost 
goal to Mr. Ford, and that is for the Detroit Lions to win 
a Super Bowl. Mr. Ford understands that in the current 
competitive realities of the NFL, reaching the game's 
ultimate prize can be a quick climb. Not only is having 
the coaching staff and front office in place necessary 
for this ascension, but providing vital infrastructure, 
such as a new stadium and new practice facility, is 
also important in the rise to the top 

Further evidence of Mr. Ford's commitment can be 
found in the Lions’ return “home” to a new downtown 
Detroit stadium, Ford Field, in 2002. The $500 million 
stadium enhances the Lions’ ability to compete in 
several facets of the game. In this NFL age of salary 
cap and free agency, the revenues produced from 
Ford Field will help level the economic playing field 
with the Lions’ NFL counterparts. Ford Field has 
already influenced NFL leadership as it became the 
overwhelming factor in Detroit being awarded the right 
to host Super Bow! XL to be played February 5, 2006. 
That championship game will clearly add to the city’s 
economic landscape in numerous ways 

Ford Field is serving as a springboard, shaping 
further revitalized growth in the city of Detroit. 
The stadium's effect on the city will continue to be 
comprehensive with its contributions as it hosts 
several events besides Lions’ games. 

In May 2003, the Detroit News honored Mr. Ford 
as a Michiganian of the Year for 2003, an annual 
tribute to select citizens who made significant 
contributions to the state or local community, as he 
brought the Lions “back home” and opened Ford 
Field's doors to reap benefits for Detroit. And in 
September 2005, he will be inducted into the Michigan 


Sports Hall of Fame. 

Additional confirmation of his steadfast dedication to the team 
was the completion of the team’s $36 million Headquarters and 
Training Facility in Allen Park, Mich., that opened in April 2002 as 
the NFL's premier training center. Thanks to Mr. Ford's addition of 
the Lions Headquarters and Training Facility, the entire organization 
is now developing year-round in a world-class environment. Both 
the short-term and long-term impact are significant as the team 
trains under conditions second to none. This joint venture between 
the Lions and Ford Land Development Corporation provides state- 
of-the-art facilities for players’ off-season workouts, training camp, 
and in-season meetings and practices. 

Throughout his tenure as owner, William Clay Ford has guided

honest leadership. Never one to seek the limelight, Mr. Ford has nat 
sought public accolades for his many contributions to football, the 
automotive industry and his community. 

Known as Bill Ford to his friends and business associates, his 
relationship with (he Lions began during his childhood when his 
father, Edsel Ford, took him to the University of Detroit Stadium to 
see the first Lions’ team play in their maiden season in the Motor 
City in 1934. 

He became club director in 1956 and was asked by then- 
Lions’ President Edwin J. (Andy) Anderson to become the Lions’ 
president in 1961, 

In November 1963, Mr. Ford purchased the team outright for $4.5 
million and officially look over the club January 10, 1964. 

The 2004 season marked the 41st year of Mr. Ford's sole 
ownership of the club, and after making additional investments via 
free agency and shrewd development through the draft, he believes 
the team will become a title contender, 

“The young players we have acquired in recent years, through the 
draft and free agency, have developed into a solid core of veterans. 
Indicative of this pracess was the re-signing of players like Dominic 
Raiola and Shaun Rogers along the offensive and defensive lines. 
Both signed contract extensions and will anchor their respective 
lines as they enter the prime of their careers. It is important to us, 
given the current competitive landscape, to draft well, lock-up those 
talented players for the long haul, and continue to use free agency 
to add key components to the roster. 

“With efficient salary cap management, we have been able to 
land some of the best players available in free agency. Strang safety 
Kenoy Kennedy will provide us with experience and toughness in our 
secondary and tight end Marcus Pollard will infuse more leadership 
into our passing game, They are just two of several free agents who 
will play important roles this year. 

“Coach Mariucci continues to do a wonderful job with his 
coaching staff. The arrival of Ted Toliner as the new offensive 
coordinator should prove to be another fine addition to his staff, 
especially given Ted's experience coaching under some of the most 
innovative offensive systems, and Mariucci's efforts to recruit and 
lure defensive coordinator Dick Jauron prior to last season will pay 
dividends this season as the defense continues to thrive in Coach 
Jauron’s defensive scheme.

Of course, Mr, Ford's other passion in life is the automotive 
industry, he being the only surviving grandson of inventor and auto 
pioneer Henry Ford, founder of the Ford Motor Company. 

For the entire Ford family, 2003 marked a year of great pride and 
celebration as Ford Motor Company commemorated its historic 100 
years as an icon in American industry, 

In May 2005, Mr. Ford retired from the Board of Directors of Ford 
Motor Company after nearly 57 years of service. He remains director 
emeritus on the Board of Directors. Mr. Ford most recently served 
as a member of the Board of Directors and was on the company’s 
Finance Committee, and in years past served on its Governance 
Committee as well, He had been a board member since 1948 and 
was chairman of the company’s Design Committee from its inception 
in 1957 until his retirement as Ford Motor Company vice-chairman 
in March 1989, 

Utilizing his expertise in design, Mr. Ford was also on special 
assignment as a design consultant focusing his efforts on the 
Jaguar. 

During his career with the company, Mr. Ford gained special 
Satisfaction and acclaim as the executive in charge of the design, 
development and subsequent introduction of the Continental Mark 
||, the successor to the classic Lincoln Continental that had been 
developed and introduced by his father Edsel in 1939. In 1973, Mr, 
Ford was appointed vice president-Product Design. 
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“We've been working diligently over the past few 
years on all aspects of this team, and now we look 
forward to seeing those efforts pay off with a high 
level of success on the field. Nothing would make me 
prouder than to see us become the first team to play in 
a Super Bowl on its home field,” said Mr. Ford. 


Mr. Ford was elected to the Board of Directors in 1948 and began 
his employment at Ford following graduation from Yale University. 
He served several executive positions before appointment as vice 
president and general manager of the Continental Division in 1954. 
In 1956, he assumed responsibility for corporate product planning 
and design. 

When the Design Committee of Ford's Policy and Strategy 
Committee was formed in 1957, Mr. Ford became the committee's 
first chairman, a post he held until retirement in 1989. 

In 1978, Mr. Ford was elected chairman of the Executive 
Committee and appointed a member of the Office of the Chief 
Executive, He was elected vice chairman of the Board in 1980 and 
chairman of the Finance Committee in 1987. He retired as chairman 
of the Finance Committee in 1995, 

The youngest of Edsel's four children, William Clay Ford was 
born March 14, 1925. Following a tour of duty with the U.S. Naval 
Air Corp in World War Il, he enrolled at Yale, where he lettered in 
both tennis and soccer at the ivy League school, As a collegian, 
he won league tennis titles in singles and doubles, and he earned 
All-American honorable mention honors in soccer. In fact, he was a 
nationally-ranked tennis player until two Achilles tendon surgeries 
relegated him to the sidelines. Mr. Ford's athletic participation 
today includes golf, a game in which he became nearly a scratch 
performer, while registering a remarkable seven (7) hole-in-ones 
over the years. 

He graduated from Yale with a bachelor’s of science degree 
in economics and then joined Ford's sales and advertising staff, 
He later served on the industrial relations staff where he was a 
member of the committee that negotiated the historic 1949 contract 
with the UAW-CIO. 

Mr, Ford also is chairman emeritus of the Board of Trustees of 
The Henry Ford, He is an honorary life trustee of the Eisenhower 
Medical Center, and is a national trustee for the Boys’ and Girls’ 
Clubs of America and honorary chair of the United Way Community 
Services, He is also on the Texas Heart Institute National Advisory 
Council, Mr, Ford received an honorary doctor of science degree from 
the Art Center College of Design in Pasadena, Calif,, in 1981. 

Mr. Ford's generosity as a benefactor was again recognized in 
1997, as the outdoor courts of the University of Michigan's new tennis 
center were named in his honor. Also, a new addition to Detroit's 
Henry Fard Hospital (which bears the name of Mr. Ford's grandfather) 
opened in 1996 - The William Clay Ford Center for Athletic Medicine 
- which is one of the leading sports medicine treatment and research 
institutions in the country. 

He is married to the former Martha Firestone of Akron, Ohio. 
They are the parents of three daughters— Martha. Sheila and 
Elizabeth— and a son, William Clay Ford, Jr, who serves as the 
Lions Vice Chairman, in addition to his role as Chairman of the Board 
and Chief Executive Officer of Ford Motor Company, 


William Clay Ford, Jr. has made a positive and lasting impact on 
the organization since assuming his current post of vice chairman in 
February 1995. He remains focused not only on creating a winner in 
the present, but also on ensuring success well into the 21st century, 
both on and off the field. 

On the field, Ford shares his father's commitment and devotion 
to the Lions and sustains a burning passion to win. Like his father, 
he wants nothing less than to see the Lions regarded as one of the 
premier franchises in the National Football League and to produce 
a championship for the city of Detroit. 

“The growth and progress we've experienced as an organization 
will be best exemplified by the success that we expect to have 
this upcoming season,” said William Clay Ford, Jr. “Many parts 
of our organization are stronger than they have ever been, which 
will help us develop into a winner and become a championship 
caliber team.

Off the field, two milestones were reached in 2002, the opening 
of Ford Field and the completion of the team's Headquarters and 
Training Facility in Allen Park, Mich. Both were shaped by Ford's 
resolve for the Lions to be a leader in the NFL, and these projects 
critically factor in the team’s success. 

Ford's role was instrumental as the Lions announced plans in 
August 1996 to build a new domed stadium in downtown Detroit 
which was named Ford Field November 19, 1999. His dedication 
to the Lions was never more evident than when he spearheaded 
the team's stadium negotiations. Due largely to his determination 
and perseverance, the Lions struck a deal with the city of Detroit 
and Wayne County that established the foundation for the Lions to 
return to downtown Detroit in 2002.

Ford also continues to be 
on the forefront of influential 
and wide-ranging issues 
league-wide, as evidenced 
by his inclusion on the NFL 
International Committee, 
Which oversees the continued 
development of the NFL Europe 
League. 

Additionally, Ford balances 
his duties as vice chairman with 
his responsibilities as chairman 
of the Board and chief executive 
officer of Ford Motor Company. 
A member of the Board of 
Directors since 1988, he 
assumed the role of chairman 
of the Board January 1, 1999, 
and was named CEO October 
30, 2001. His current role is 
a professional and personal 
commitment, as he leads the 
company founded by his great-grandfather, American automotive 
pioneer Henry Ford. 

Since the decision was made to move to downtown Detroit, Ford 
also wanted to provide a world-class practice facility to complement 
the team's stadium project. The $36 million Allen Park facility, which 
opened April 2002, has been identified as the best facility in the 
NFL. Its expansive football facilities, including an indoor practice 
facility with a regulation-size field, provide the ideal training center 
for NFL players and coaches, With added features, such as its 
own broadcast studio, the new headquarters will maintain auxiliary 
business growth. 

Besides developing new homes for the team to practice and play, 
Ford also played a vital role in Detroit's bid for its second Super Bowl 
as the league officially announced Ford Field the site of Super Bow! 
XL, to be played February 5, 2006. 

Ford Field also will play host to the NCAA Men’s Basketball Final 
Four in 2009, along with first and second round action in 2008. This 
past June, Detroit landed the 2010 NCAA Men's Hockey Frozen Four, 
which is expected to set attendance records at Ford Field. 

In Ford's ten years in his current role, he has helped the Lions 
take major steps forward on several fronts. In addition to the new 
stadium and practice facility, under Ford’s guidance the team 
has launched one of the industry's most aggressive marketing 
campaigns, which currently centers on enhanced revenue streams 
derived primarily from Ford Field. 

Over the past six years, the Lions have reached major 
achievements in ticket sales. In 1999, the team instituted a new 
ticket sales policy, including the introduction of the largest “Family 
Section’ in the NFL that is now a part of the Ford Field experience. 
In 2001, Detroit established a new record for season tickets sales. 
And for the first time in team history, the Lions initiated a waiting 
list for season tickets after they sold out in February 2002. Since 
Ford Field opened in 2002, every Lions’ home game, including all 
preseason contests, have been sold out and televised locally in the 
Detroit Metro broadcast area. 

Through Ford's support, the Detroit Lions began a collaborative 
effort with Detroit Public Schools and Communities in Schools of 
Detroit to open the Detroit Lions Academy. The new school offers an

He has been a significant supporter of the 
team’s involvement in a wide array of community programs, such as 
sponsoring Detroit PAL youth football program, and the continued 
development of Detroit Lions Charities, which has awarded more 
than $3.2 million in total donations in its 15-year history, including 
nearly half-a-million this past year. 

Under Ford's direction, the Lions began publishing a team 
magazine and Internet site, which was one of the first official team 
sites launched in pro sports. 

The club also entered into a partnership with Infinity Broadcasting 
(now CBS Radio), a relationship it extended this past off-season, for 
the Lions’ radio broadcast rights and started production on weekly 
radio and television shows that air throughout the season. 

Ford previously had been Treasurer of the Lions since 1980. 
Among his other roles within the NFL structure in the past has 
been his inclusion on the NFL's Finance Committee, Broadcasting 
Committee and NFL Properties’ Committee. 

In 1996, he was one of only two people from the state of Michigan 
named to Newsweek Magazine's “The Century Club’, a list of 100 
people to watch as America headed into the next millennium. And 
in March 2000, he graced the cover of Fortune Magazine, which 
deemed him a “breath of fresh air for Detroit” and lauded both he 
and Ford Motor Company for continued progress both economically 
and environmentally within the auto industry, Among his many 
leadership roles, he serves as Chairman of the Board of Trustees 
of The Henry Ford, Chairman of the Detroit Economic Club, and a 
trustee of Detroit Renaissance. 

Born in Detroit in 1957, he is an avid fly fisherman and car 
enthusiast, enjoys playing hockey and tennis, and is a black belt 
in the martial art of Tae Kwon Do. He holds a Bachelor of Arts 
degree from Princeton University and a Master of Science degree 
in management from Massachusetts Institute of Technology (MIT). 


With a paramount desire to steer the Lions’ franchise in a new 
direction and rise among the NFL's top-tiered teams, Lions Chairman 
and Owner William Clay Ford appointed Matt Millen to the position 
of president and CEO January 9, 2001. Millen, who begins his fifth 
year, assumed full control over the team’s football operations and 
has been forging his knowledge and attitude about the game into the 
team's development since he began directing day-to-day operations 
of the organization. 

Since Millen’s arrival in Detroit, he has re-structured the 
organization, both on and off the field, with moves that have had a 
positive impact on the team’s goal to claim a Super Bowl crown. 

Working in concert with the Lions player Personnel Department, 
Millen has re-vamped the roster through adept 
drafting and selective free agent signings. Only 
three players (defensive end Jared DeVries, kicker 
Jason Hanson and fullback Cory Schlesinger) he 
inherited remain on the team. 

His recent drafts have been widely acclaimed 
among the best by national media. In fact, the 
Sporting News and ESPN.com rated his 2003 and 
2004 drafts the very best in the NFL. 

In addition to the personne! changes on the 
field, one of Millen's most important moves was 
the 2003 hiring of Head Coach Steve Mariucci 
who guided the San Francisco 49ers to four 10- 
win seasons six years at the helm, as the Lions’ 
new head coach. 

In his first year, the Lions selected tackle Jeff 
Backus, center Dominic Raiola and Pro Bowl 
defensive tackle Shaun Rogers. Both Raiola 
and Rogers signed long-term deals following 
the 2004 season. 

The following year, 2002, the Lions looked to 
solidify the quarterback position as they drafted 
Joey Harrington with the third overall pick to be 
the franchise's signal-caller. As the personnel 
and speed on offense has steadily improved 
over the past three years, so has Harrington, as 
he became only the third quarterback in Lions 
history to throw for over 3,000 yards and he 
also set career bests in touchdowns, completion 
percentage, interceptions and passing rating. He 
also added kick returner Eddie Drummond, who 
earned a trip to the 2005 Pro Bowl as the NFC’s 
top kick return specialist, to the '02 draft class as 
an undrafted free agent. 

Millen then chose wide receiver Charles 
Rogers in 2003 to give the offense and Harrington 
some desperately needed help and speed on 
offense. He also increased team speed on 
defense by taking linebacker Boss Bailey in the 
second round, and followed that pick by adding 
depth to the defense with defensive end Cory 
Redding, linebacker James Davis and safety 


Terrence Holt. 

The 2003 draft has produced five starters (Rogers, Bailey, 
Redding, Davis and Holt) heading into the 2005 season. 

In April 2004, Millen orchestrated a draft-day trade that may go 
down as one of the best in team history. 

Entering the draft with the sixth overall pick, Millen traded down 
one spot with Cleveland and also received the Browns’ second 
round choice (37th overall). With the seventh pick, Millen selected 
wide receiver Roy Williams, who set rookie franchise records for 
receptions, touchdowns and receiving yards last season. 

He then used one of the team’s two second round picks in a 
deal with Kansas City and obtained the Chiefs’ first round pick (30th

With his other second round pick in '04, Millen selected linebacker 
Teddy Lehman, who also had an exceptional rookie season, playing 
the most snaps on the team a year ago. 

Also included in that class were cornerback Keith Smith, 
linebacker Alex Lewis and tackle Kelly Butler. Among the 2004 draft 
class, five of the six players selected played in at least 14 games 
during their rookie season. 

This past April was no exception in regards to the draft impacting 
the improvement of the Lions squad. With the 10th overall pick, 
Detroit took wide receiver Mike Williams, the player rated No. 1 
overall by ESPN. 

Williams, combined with Roy Williams and Charles Rogers, 
gives the Lions potentially one of the most explosive young group 
Of receivers in the NFL. 

Defensively, the Lions drafted both co-defensive players of the 
year in the Pac-10 when they selected defensive lineman Shaun 
Cody in the second round and defensive end Bill Swancutt in the 
sixth round. The Lions also picked cornerback Stanley Wilson on 
the first day of the draft. 

With a greater importance now placed on the draft to build the 
team in the era of the salary cap, the Lions have centered their roster 
according to that formula. Since 2001, the Lions have selected 16 
players on the first day of the draft, and all 16 still remain on the 
Lions’ roster. In the first six rounds of the draft since 2001, Detroit 
has drafted 31 players and 26 are still currently on the roster. This 
includes 19 players selected in round one through six over the past 
three drafts, all of which are on the team's roster. 

Millen has also been able to make considerable progress in 


free agency. This past off-season 
was another productive time as 
key free agents were added to 
the team. Among this year’s group 
includes safety Kenoy Kennedy, 
tight end Marcus Pollard, guard Rick 
DeMulling, quarterback Jeff Garcia, 
wide receiver Kevin Johnson, tackle 
Kyle Kosier and cornerback R,W. 
McQuarters. 

USA Today Sports Weekly rated 
the Lions’ off-season personnel 
moves in the top five of all NFL 
teams. 

In 2004, free agency also 
proved to be fruitful as the team 
signed unrestricted free agent quard 
Damien Woody, who earned two 
Pro Bowl selections while with New 
England, and cornerback Fernando 
Bryant. 

The Lions’ defense was boosted 
in 2003 when the team landed 
unrestricted free agent cornerback 
Dré Bly, who played in two Super 
Bowls with the St. Louis Rams, within 
the first 36 hours of free agency. Bly 
paid immediate dividends by earning 
two-straight trips to the Pro Bowl, 
including a starting nod after his first 
season in Detroit. 

The early days of free agency in 
2003 did not turn out to be the only 
successful period for the Lions, In 
August, the Lions acquired free agent 
defensive tackle Dan Wilkinson, who 
immediately combined with Shaun 
Rogers to create one of the most 
formidable tandems in the NFL. 

Millen made his mark in the National Football League with 
a distinguished 12-year playing career at linebacker playing for 
three franchises - Oakland/Los Angeles Raiders (1980-88), San 
Francisco 49ers (1989-90) and Washington Redskins (1991). He 
retired following the ‘91 season as the only player in NFL history to 
earn four Super Bow! rings with three different teams (Super Bowls 
XV and XVIII while with the Raiders, Super Bowl XXIV with San 
Francisco and Super Bowl XXVI with Washington), and he helped 
bring championships to four different cities. 

He was originally a second-round selection of the Raiders from 
Penn State in the 1980 NFL Draft and made a trip to the Pro Bow! 
following the 1988 season. While at Penn State, the Hokendauqua, 
Pa., native was a three-year starter and eamed first-team All-America 
honors as a junior in 1979. 

Upon retirement from the NFL, Millen made the transition from 
the playing field to the broadcast booth as a game analyst for CBS 
and FOX television. The last six years of that span were spent 
with veteran play-by-play man Dick Stockton. His work with the 
NFL television networks was highly regarded among his broadcast 
peers and personnel around the league. Millen also was a member 
of the CBS Radio Monday Night crew from 1997-00 that served as 
the national voice for the NFC Championship game and the Super 
Bowl. Along with his television and radio responsibilities, Millen 
co-hosted a weekly radio show syndicated nationally for the NFL 
Players Association. 

Born March 12, 1958 in Hokendauqua, Pa., Millen and his wife, 
Patricia, have four children - Matthew, Jr., 22, Marcus, 19, Michalyn, 
16, and Marianne, 14. Marcus is a cadet at Army and a member of 
the Black Knights’ football program headed by former Lions Head 
Coach Bobby Ross, 
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Tom Lewand, in his 10th year with the Detroit Lions organization, 
was promoted to executive vice president and chief operating officer 
February 1, 2003. In his position, Lewand operates as the team’s 
chief contract negotiator and architect of the salary cap, and oversees 
all day-to-day business operations of both the Detroit Lions and Ford 
Field entilies. This includes the management of finance, football 
administration, player development, security, equipment operations, 
medical staff, ticketing, sales and marketing, public/media relations, 
broadcasting, human resources, Ford Field operations and 
administration, and the development of Ford Field's lease space in 
the stadium's progression as a multi-use facility. 

An extremely talented, creative and aggressive businessman, 
Lewand has held a myriad of positions and responsibilities within 
the front office during his tenure with the Lions, most recently as 
executive vice president and chief operating officer of Detroit Lions 
Properties, LLC and vice president of salary cap. Over the past 
several years, Lewand’s efforts were split between the team’s salary 
cap and the construction of the Lions’ new home, Ford Field. 

Under Lewand’s guidance and direction, Ford Field has become 
the crown jewel of downtown Detroit, and has become a cornerstone 
in the city's urban renewal and revitalization efforts. The facility 
opened to rave reviews in 2002, with the publisher of the Detrott 
Free Press stating that Ford Field “tells [Detroiters] who we are and 
suggests what we can be. Now it's up to lhe rest of us to create a 
downtown and a city that matches the vision Ford Field realizes. 

Lewand's commitment to the city of Detroit and the Lions 
were evident immediately after his new appointment in 2003 
Spearheading the effort alongside President and CEO Matt Millen, 
the organization hired one of the most highly regarded head coaches 
in the NFL, Steve Manucci. 

Lewand has negotiated player contracts totaling nearly $600 
million since 1996. His contract highlights include: the Lions’ last 13 
first-round draft choices, RB Barry Sanders’ last NFL contract, the 
contracts of recent Pro Bow! players (DT, Shaun Rogers, CB Dré 
Bly, DE Robert Porcher, DT Luther Elliss, LB Stephen Boyd, WRIKR 
Desmond Howard, K Jason Hanson and TE David Sloan) and recent 
free agent acquisitions S Kenoy Kennedy, TE Marcus Pollard, G Rick 
DeMulling, QB Jeff Garcia and WR Kevin Johnson, 

With an eye on the future, Lewand also serves as the point 
person for the Lions and Ford Field on the Host Committee for 
Super Bowl XL in Detroit in 2006, and played an instrumental role 
in developing the strategic bid plan in pursuit of the game. He also 
represented the organization in its successful bid to host the 2009 
NCAA Men's Basketball Final Four and the 2010 NCAA Men's 
Hockey Frozen Four. 

Lewand possesses a strong educational background, having 
received a bachelor of arts degree from the University of Michigan in 
1991, and completing both a law degree at the University of Michigan 
Law School and his master’s degree in business administration from 
the University of Michigan Business School in 1996. Lewand aided 
the University of Michigan football program in various capacities 
on a volunteer basis while attending the school. He also worked 
for the Lions on a part-time basis while completing work on his 
graduate degrees. 
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In 1991, Lewand served as an environmental advisor for the 
Governor of Indiana, Evan Bayh. Following a year in that position, 
he entered graduate school at Michigan. He spent time working for 
the law firm of Dickinson, Wright, Moon, Van Dusen and Freeman in 
Detroit, and the Chicago law firm of Kirkland and Ellis. In the summer 
of 1993, he worked in the White House in the Counsel's Office for 
Presidential Personnel. 

Lewand's family history is also entrenched in the Detroit area 
community. His father, F. Thomas Lewand, works as an attomey and 
was both the Chief of Staff for former Governor James Blanchard and 
the Chairman of the Michigan Democratic Party. His late grandfather, 
Joseph B. Sullivan, was a judge in the Michigan Court of Appeals 
and was the deputy mayor of Detroit in the 1960s. 

Lewand is active in the community, serving on the Boards 
of Directors of the Detroit Economic Growth Corporation, the 
Metropolitan Detroit Convention and Visitors Bureau and the Parade 
Company. He was also named as one of Crain's Detroit Business 
“40 Under 40” in 1998, which honored and recognized 40 top 
business people in the Detroit area under the age of 40. Lewand has 
been recognized nationally twice, in 2003 and 2005, by the Sports 
Business Journal as one of the top “40 under 40" sports executives 
in the United States. 

He and his wife, Suzanne, reside in Royal Oak with their four 
daughters, Cayleigh (7), Paige (4), Shannon (3) and Erin’). 


An extremely talented, creative and aggressive 
businessman, Executive Vice President and COO 
Tom Lewand has negotiated nearly $600 million in 
player contracts since 1996 while efficiently managing 
the team’s salary cap.

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Now in his fifth season with the Detroit Lions, Martin Mayhew 
is enjoying his role as senior vice president and assistant general 
manager. He plays an integral role in coordinating the team’s salary 
Cap objectives and player contract negotiations. He also assists 
Tom Lewand on all team matters pertaining to the NFL Collective 
Bargaining Agreement and League policies and procedures. 

Mayhew is responsible for all football operations (including 
team travel, training camp operations, player development, 
security, medical staff, equipment operations, video department 
and cafeteria staff). In addition, Mayhew oversees the Lions’ football 
related legal matters and human resources. His recent promotion 
has added responsibilities involving pro and college scouting and 
player evaluation. 

Mayhew originally joined the Lions in February 2001 as one of 
President and CEO Matt Millen’s major additions to the front office 
staff. He entered the organization in the role of senior director of 
football administration/staff counsel, but after illustrating his talents 
and work ethic the past two years, he was promoted on February 3, 
2003 to senior vice president of football/legal affairs. His most current 
promotion came on October 14, 2004, when Millen appointed him 
senior vice president and assistant general manager. 

Prior to joining the Lions, Mayhew was director of football 
administration for the XFL, where he was instrumental in developing 
policies and procedures for the start-up pro football league. Mayhew 
also organized training camps and supervised team officials 
in planning of practices and other team activities, 

Throughout his journey leading up to his current post, 
Mayhew has kept an eye on the future and has always 
thought one step ahead, as evidenced by his strategic 
exposure to several jobs and internships while earning 
his law degree from Georgetown University Law Center 
(2000). He is one of only two members of the Lions’ front 
office staff to have earned their law degree; he is also a 
member of the Florida Bar. 

During the 1999 NFL season, while attending law 
school, Mayhew served a nine-month internship in the 
Washington Redskins’ pro personnel department, which 
exposed him to the responsibilities of an NFL scouting 
department. While with the Redskins, he scouted NFL 
players and late NFL cuts and also assisted in the 
evaluation of college players for the 2000 NFL Draft. 
Mayhew also had two separate internship stints with the 
NFL League office in both the Labor Operations and Legal 
departments. With the Labor Operations Department, 
Mayhew worked closely with NFL executives on issues 
involving NFL player contracts and the salary cap. With 
the Legal Department, Mayhew assisted in-house labor 
counsel of the NFL by researching legal issues, digesting 
cases in preparation for arbitration hearings and drafting 
legal memoranda related to player injury and non-injury 
grievances, He also was exposed to corporate law while 
working for Akin, Gump, Strauss, Hauer & Feld, L.L-P. in 
Washington D.C., one of the primary firms used by the NFL 
as outside counsel. At Akin Gump, Strauss, Hauer & Feld, 


he researched legal issues, wrote legal documents and assisted firm 
associates and partners in preparation for litigation. 

Before entering law school, Mayhew played nine years in the NFL 
as a cornerback for the Buffalo Bills (1988), Washington Redskins 
(1989-92) and Tampa Bay Buccaneers (1993-96). He was the Bills’ 
10th-round selection in the 1988 NFL draft and was a starter on the 
Redskins’ Super Bowl XXVI championship team. 

Mayhew entered the league after graduating from Florida State 
with a bachelor's of science degree in business management, While 
at FSU, he was a National Merit and Achievement Scholar and 
earned GTE CoSida Academic All-America honors, He was also a 
two-sport athlete, lettering on both the Seminoles’ football and track 
teams. Between graduation and the draft, Mayhew was a corporate 
trainee at First Union National Bank in Charlotte, N.C. 

Mayhew has also been extremely involved within the community 
throughout his professional career. In 1993, while playing for the 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers, Mayhew was given the Chelo Huerta 
Community Service Award, and the following year, he was a nominee 
for the True Value Hardware Man of the Year. During the 1995 and 
1996 seasons, Mayhew was the United Way Spokesperson for the 
Bucs. Mayhew is a member of the American Bar Association and 
the Sports Lawyers Association. 

Mayhew and his wife, Sabrina, have a daughter, Sierra, and 
a son, Ryan. 


Martin Mayhew was promoted to Assistant General Manager 
and holds the title of Senior Vice President and Assistant 
General Manager. Added to his responsibilities are pro and 
college scouting and player evaluation. 
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Throughout his career, Steve Mariucci, as a coach and college 
football standout, has played an integral role in building winners. 
Now in his third season as head coach in Detroit, Mariucci 
continues his dedication to improve the team and position it for a 
championship run. 

Following eight seasons as a head coach in the NFL, Manucci’s 
overall record stands at 71-64 (.526), with a 68-60 (.531) regular 
season mark. Four times during a six-year span in San Francisco 
his teams clinched playoff berths (1997, 1998, 2001 and 2002), twice 
claimed division titles (1998 and 2002) and once reached the NFC 
Championship game (1997). During his coaching career, Mariucci’s 
teams have compiled an overall home record of 43-21 (.672). 

Signs of achievement also appear in the form of Pro Bowl 
selections by players under Mariucci. During his head coaching 
career, players have earned 33 selections to play in the NFL's 
annual all-star game, including cornerback Dré Bly, kick returner 
Eddie Drummond and defensive tackle Shaun Rogers last year. 
Mariucci's teams average over four (4.1) Pro Bow! nods in his eight 
seasons. Of Mariucci’s 33 Pro Bowlers, 11 different positions have 
been represented, including every position (DE, DT, LB, CB and S) 
on defense. Offensively, the skill positions of quarterback, running 
back and wide receiver have earned a combined 12 trips. With 
five selections each, quarterback and defensive line have been 
represented most often by his teams. 

Mariucci’s penchant for transforming struggling teams into 
programs of success has been evident thus far in his coaching tenure 
with the Lions, as he continues to pour the foundation to accomplish 
the same in Detroit that he did in his previous stops. 

In 2004, Mariucci sustained the transformation of the Lions 
into a contender. With a focus on creating a younger, faster core of 
talented players, the season featured the development of playmakers 
on offense, the rise of the defensive line and linebackers and the 
top-notch performance of the special teams. 

The offensive production was ignited by the emergence of rookie 
running back Kevin Jones. In his first season, Jones led all rookie 
running backs with 1,133 yards on 241 carries (4.7 avg) and five 
touchdowns. He became the third Lions’ rookie running back to 
reach the 1,000-yard mark and the first since Barry Sanders in 1989. 
Over the last seven games of the season, Jones garnered the most 
rushing yards (825 yards) among all running backs in the NFL. After 
struggling to find a running game since the retirement of Sanders, the 
Lions rushing attack was the second-best unit (1,096 yards) in the 
NFL over the course of the last seven games of the season. 

Rookie wide receiver Roy Williams proved his worth as the 
seventh overall pick in the 2004 NFL Draft. Williams finished the 
season setting new Lions’ rookie receiving records in receptions 
(54), receiving yards (817) and touchdowns (8). 

Third-year quarterback Joey Harrington set single-season career 
highs with 3,047 passing yards, 19 touchdowns and 175 rushing 
yatds, He became only the third passer in Lions’ history to throw 
for over 3,000 yards in a season. He also threw a career-low 12 
interceptions, which was fourth-owest among NFC quarterbacks 
with at least 400 passes. 

The defense was anchored by Bly and Rogers, who were 


selected to the Pro Bowl, Rogers again proved to be one of the 
most formidable defensive linemen in the league. Defensive end 
James Hall led the team with 11.5 sacks, marking his first career 
10-sack season. Hall played the entire season wilh a cast to protect 
a broken hand that he suffered in the first game of the year. Despite 
second-year linebacker Boss Bailey missing the entire season, the 
linebacking squad became perhaps the youngest and fastest overall 
uniton the team. 2004 rookies Teddy Lehman and Alex Lewis played 
extensively. Lehman started at strong-side linebacker and was on {he 
field more than any other player on the team as he logged over 1,200 
plays on defense and special teams, On the weak-side, second-year 
linebacker James Davis was the starter for the entire season 

Special teams were stellar once again for the Lions in 2004. 
Kick return specialist Eddie Drummond was elecinc through the first 
11 games of the season until he missed the final five games due 
to a shoulder injury. Drummond returned a league-high four kicks 
for touchdowns, becoming only the second player in NFL history 
to return two kickoffs and two punt returns for touchdowns in a 
season. He was selected to the NFC Pro Bowl squad and led the 
league in punt retums (13.2 avg) and was second in kickoff returns 
(26.6 avg), He also became the first player in NFL history to score 
three-consecutive touchdowns via retums for his team. 

In his first full year with the Lions, punter Nick Harris enjoyed his 
finest NFL season. Harris tied for second in the NFL with 32 punts 
downed inside-the-20. In Lions annals, Harris has the second-most 
punts downed inside the 20-yard line during a single season (since 
the statistic became official in 1977). Harris also tied for third in the 
NFL by forcing 24 fair catches this season. Veteran kicker Jason 
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Hanson completed the 2004 season 24-of-28 on field goal attempts 
(.857), and ended the year making 18-of-19 (.947), including his final 
15 altempls, Hanson was not just a staple of the Lions’ field goal 
team, he was a key component of the team’s superb kickoff coverage. 
Hanson ranked third in the NFL with 14 touchbacks on kickoffs. 

Mariucci's first season (2003) in Detroit was highlighted by the 
additions and improvements of several key players. On defense, Bly 
was the only player in the league to be selected to the Pro Bowl who 
Was signed as an unrestricted free agent in 03. Along with Bly on 
defense, the Lions added young players with bright futures, including 
Bailey, defensive linemen Cory Redding and safety Terrence Holt. 
Up front, Rogers was joined in the middle by free agent acquisition 
Dan Wilkinson. 

On offense, Harrington improved as the Lions’ second-year 
signal caller. Among first or second-year quarterbacks, Harrington 
was the leader in touchdown passes, passing yards, completions 
and attempts. Of those quarterbacks, he was the only player to start 
and play in every game. Harrington's 17 touchdown tosses were the 
most by a Lions’ quarterback since 1997. 

Fullback Cory Schlesinger earned an alternate Pro Bowl nod for 
the second straight year (he also earned alternate spot in '04), and 
the offensive line began to solidify as it was anchored by left tackle 
Jeff Backus. The team also added wide receiver Charles Rogers, 
the second overall pick in the 2003 NFL draft. 

The past three off-seasons have proven to be quile productive 
for Mariucci and the Lions, as they built the team’s core around 
players in the primes of their careers and young talent with speed 
and playmaking abilities. Perhaps the most important move this past 
year was the signing of Pro Bowler Shaun Rogers to a long-term 
deal. In addition to re-signing Rogers, the Lions also extended 
contracts with center Dominic Raiola, linebacker Donté Curry and 
‘ear Nick Harris. During free agency, the team added to its roster 

y obtaining safety Kenoy Kennedy, tight end Marcus Pollard, quard 
Rick DeMulling, wide receiver Kevin Johnson, quarterback Jeff 
Garcia and tackle Kyle Kosier. 
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In the first round of the 2005 NFL Draft, the Lions selected wide 
receiver Mike Williams, who will combine with Charles Rogers and 
Roy Williams to form one of the premier, young pass-catching trios 
in the league. The Lions also added defensive help on the first 
day by drafting defensive tackle Shaun Cody and defensive back 
Stanley Wilson, 

The 2004 off-season was also valuable for Mariucci and 
the Lions. In free agency, Pro Bowl guard Damien Woody was 
signed to continue the improvement of the offensive line unit. The 
defensive backfield was strengthened with addition of cornerback 
Fernando Bryant. 

Both draft classes in 2004 and 2003 were considered among 
the best in the entire NFL by several national media outlets, The 
accolades for the '04 class were well-supported, given the fact that 
five of the six draft picks played at least 14 games in their rookie 
seasons. In the first round, the team traded down one position and 
picked Williams with the seventh overall pick. By trading down and 
capturing an additional second round pick, the Lions then were able 
to trade back into the first round to take Jones 30th overall. Williams 
and Jones, who many considered to be the top prospect at each of 
their positions, added speed and play-making ability to the offense. 
The Lions then selected Lehman, one of the best linebackers in the 
draft, cornerback Keith Smith (third round) and Lewis. 

The development of current players, valuable additions in free 
agency, and key selections in the past two drafts are combining with 
Mariucci’s guidance to assemble a winner in Detroit. 

In previous roles, Mariucci proved his leadership as a coach 
by navigating the 49ers’ organization through salary-cap related 
struggles and retuming it to winning form, by taking the University of 
California toa bow! game, and, as a player, by commanding Northern 
Michigan University from a winless college football program to a 
National championship as a standout quarterback. 

A remarkable result, derived from his coaching and leadership 
traits, occurred in San Francisco when the team struggled through 
a harsh salary cap environment and re-joined the NFC elite teams. 
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The 49ers went from the top to near the bottom and to the top 
again between 1997-02. Marucci took aver in San Francisco with 
aveleran-laden squad that included 2005 Hall of Fame quarterback 
Steve Young and future hall-of-fame wide receiver Jerry Rice. He 
maintained their success by winning 25 out of 32 games (13-3 in 
1997 and 12-4 in 1998) in his first two seasons. The organization 
then faced serious salary cap issues and was forced to turn over the 
roster at an unprecedented level for a period of time. After forging 
through two atypical but foreseen down seasons (four wins in 1999 
and six wins in 2000), he put the 49ers back into contention with 
{wo straight playoff appearances with a 12-4 record in 2001 and an 
NFC West title with a 10-6 record in 2002. 

San Francisco was one of five teams to put together back-to-back 
10-win seasons in 2001 and 2002, and the 49ers were one of four 
teams to win 22-or-more games in those two seasons. Mariucci’s 
positive guidance directed this unusual up-down-then back up 
again ride by the 49ers, 

The year that perhaps best exemplifies Maniucci's ability to rise 
fo the top was 2001. That season his club went from salary cap 
sufferers to NFC contenders. The transition years of 1999 and 2000 
changed the face of the team to younger talent at quarterback, wide 
receiver and on defense. For example. Mariucci was forced to start 
as many as seven defensive rookies, including five at one lime, in 
2000. The 49ers went from 6-10 in 2000 and jumped to 12-4 the next 
season. The rather young 2001 squad was Mariucci’s third 12-win 
leam in five years and were led by six Pro Bow! selections, including 
quarterback Jeff Garcia, defensive tackle Bryant Young, guard Ray 
Brown, center Jeremy Newberry, wide receiver Terrell Owens and 
running back Garrison Hearst. Hearst earned Comeback-Player-of- 
the-Year honors by gaining 1,206 rushing yards and four touchdowns 
after recovering from a career-threatening two-year ankle injury. 

Mariucci’s West Coast offenses engineered high-powered 
production during his stint in the Bay Area. From 1997-02, San 
Francisco ranked third in the NFL in total offense with a combined 
clip of 361.7 yards per game, behind only St. Louis (364.2) and 
Minnesota (362.0). In those six seasons, Mariucci’s squads averaged 
24.1 points per game, and ranked in the top 10 five times (1998-02) 
in total offense. The 49ers’ rushing attack gained the third-most yards 
(134.3 yards per game) of all NFL teams behind only Pittsburgh 
(142.1) and Denver (137.1). From 1998-02, San Francisco (370.1 
yards per game) ranked second to St. Louis (377.6) in total offense, 
second in rushing (136.6) behind Pittsburgh and fifth overall in 
passing (233,5), 

The 49ers ranked first overall in total offense during the 1998 
season, and San Francisco became the first team since the 1941 
Chicago Bears to lead the league in gross passing yards and rushing 
yards in the same season, They averaged a franchise record 425.1 
yards per game, which was second-best in leaque history. For two 
straight seasons (1998-99), the 49ers ground out rushing totals 
that led the NFL. 

Defensively, Mariucci’s teams also had success, especially 
against the run, Along with the top overall ranking in 1997, the 49ers 
finished in the top 10 in rushing defense four times (1997-98, 2001- 
02). After playing numerous rookies in 2000, the team jumped from 
29th to 13th in the league the next season in total defense. 

The Pro Bowl was well-represented by several players during 
Mariucci's time in San Francisco. Through 2002, 29 players were 
selected for trips to Hawaii as representatives from Mariucci’s 
teams, From 1997-02, the 49ers averaged nearly five players (4.8) 
a year in the NFL's annual all-star classic. Notable in Manuccl’s San 
Francisco stint was that two different players made the Pro Bowl 
at three key offensive positions, This includes Garcia and Young at 
quarterback, Hearst and Charlie Garner at running back and Owens 
and Rice at wide receiver. 

Both quarterbacks (Young and Garcia) earned multiple trips to 
the Pro Bowl. Young's career-high 4,170 passing yards and franchise 
record 36 touchdown passes in 1998 occurred in Mariucci's second 
season, After Young's retirement, Mariucci developed Garcia, a free 
agent and Canadian Football Leaque (CFL) project, into a three-time

Pro Bowler, Garcia was the starter in the 2003 Pro Bowl, Garcia set 
a franchise record 4,278 passing yards in 2000 and became the first 
passer in 49ers’ history with 30-plus touchdown tosses in consecutive 
seasons (32 in 2000 and 31 in 2004). 

Mariucci's NFL head coaching career was launched in 1997 
when he took over the San Francisco 49ers. His rookie season was 
among the best all-lime. His squad finished with a 13-3 record that 
included an 11-game win streak while being without Jerry Rice, the 
NFL's greatest wide receiver, for almost all of the year after he tore 
his ACL in Mariucci’s pro head coaching debul. The 11 consecutive 
wins set an NFL record for longest win streak by a rookie head 
coach. That season, the 49ers claimed the NFC West division title 
and advanced to the NFC Championship game. The 49ers’ attack 
was anchored by the league's top ranked defense. 

Mariucci delved into the head coaching ranks at the Division | 
college level by leading the Bears football program at the University 
of California in 1996. His young program battled to a 6-5 record 
and earned a spot in the Aloha Bowl. As he implemented the West 
Coast system, the Bears offense averaged 457.6 yards per game, 
including a school record for passing yards (321.5 per game). That 
season, Mariucci led the Bears to the schoo!'s first win over Southern 
California in Los Angeles for the first time in 26 years. 

While serving as quarterbacks coach in Green Bay from 1992- 
95, Mariucci supervised the evolution of Brett Favre from traded 
back-up quarterback to an NFL superstar of success, durability and 
longevity. Favre started his amazing run of 205 consecutive starts al 
quarterback in 1992, which was Mariucci's first year in Green Bay. 
He coached Favre to three Pro Bowts (1992-93, '95 seasons) and 
the NFL MVP award in 1995. Other quarterbacks Mariucci developed 
during that time included Mark Brunell and Ty Delmer. 

Except for a one-year pro coaching shift, Mariucci developed as a 
coach on the college level in the 1980s and early 1990s. From 1987- 
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91, Mariucei was the offensive coordinator (1990-91) and special 
teams coach (1987-89) for he University of California, The season 
prior to his stay in Berkeley, Mariucci was at Southern Califomia as 
the wide receivers and special teams coach in 1986, The only year 
during the decade of the ‘80s he spent on the pro level was 1985 
When he worked as wide receivers/tight ends coach for the Orlando 
Renegades (USFL) and quality control coach for the Los Angeles 
Rams in the same calendar year. Mariucci was assistant head coach 
(1984) and offensive coordinator (1983) at Louisville from 1983-84, 
and he was the quarterbacks coach and special teams coordinator 
at Cal State-Fullerton from 1980-82. 

The road to becoming an NFL head coach for Mariucci 
originated at his alma mater, Northern Michigan University (located 
in Marquette, Mich.), where he coached quarterbacks and running 
backs for two seasons from 1978-79. 

As a Division II star at Northern Michigan, he quarterbacked a 
program to one of the most remarkable improvements in the entire 
history of college football. In 1974, Mariucci saw limited time as a 
freshman as the team struggled to a 0-10 record. The following 
season, Mariucci was inserted as the starter at the beginning of 
(he year following injuries to four quarterbacks ahead of him. As a 
first-year starter during his sophomore campaign he led the team 
lo. a 13-1 record and claimed a Division || National Championship. 
Mariucci claimed All-America honors twice (1976-77), was voted 
team MVP three straight limes (1975-77) and established 14 school 
passing records before he graduated. 

In 1988, Mariucci was honored by the university that he led to 
grealness in the mid-1970s when he was inducted into the Northern 
Michigan University Hall of Fame. Seven years later, he was a 1995 


inductee into the Upper Peninsula of Michigan Hall of Fame. 

Mariucci is well known in Michigan circles because of his long- 
time friendship with Tom |zzo, Michigan State's head basketball 
coach, Mariucci and Izzo were teammates and co-captains in 
football, basketball and track at Iron Mountain High School, They 
were roommates at Northem Michigan and were members and 
Captains of the football (Mariucci) and basketball (Izzo) teams, 
Each accrued Division II All-America honors in their sports during 
their college careers. 

In fact, Mariucci and {zzo are co-hosts for the IM Classic, a charity 
galf tournament in Iron Mountain, each summer to raise funds for 
Iran Mountain H.S. and |.M. (Iron Mountain) Charities. 

Other charity events and organizations have benefited from 
Manucc''s involvement. In June 2004, Mariucci revived his annual 
Bocce Ball chanity, as he hosted the tournament for the first time in 
Michigan, The charity event, which was held at the newly-opened 
Palazzo di Bocce in Lake Orion, included such celebrities as Larry 
Brown, Barry Sanders, Dave Lewis, Bo Schembechler, George 
Perles, Leann Tweeden, Izzo and other former Lions. While in the 
Bay Area, he hosted the annual charity tournament that included 

John Madden, Danny Glover, Willie Mays, Brandi Chastain, Johnny 
Moseley, George Seifert, Peggy Fleming and 49ers’ greats. 

Mariucci is also a supporter of Boys and Girls Club, March of 
Dimes, Catholic Youth Organization (CYO) and United Way. 

Born November 4, 1955, the Iron Mountain native and his wife, 
Gayle, have four children: sons, Tyler, Adam and Stephen, and 
daughler, Brielle.

> In 128 regular season games, Mariucci’s teams have the 
best tumover rate since the 1970 NFL-AFL merger with 1.445 
giveaways (interceptions and fumbles) per game. 
Before rookie RB Kevin Jones fumbled in the third quarter 
against Minnesota (12/19), Lions running backs had gone 
619-straight rushing attempts without losing a fumble under 
Coach Mariucci, and had not fumbled on the last 725 rushing 
attempts since FB Cory Schlesinger lost a fumble at Chicago 
(11/24/02). 
Before RB Shawn Bryson fumbled a pass reception in the 
second quarter against Indianapolis (11/25), Lions running 
backs had not lost a fumble in 712 touches (543 rushing 
attempts and 169 receptions) and had gone 105 quarters 
without losing a fumble since Coach Mariucci's arrival prior 
to the 2003 season, 
Since 1940 (first year of complete tumover statistics), the Lions 
have lost the least amount of fumbles (17) than in any other 
three-year span during that time. Over the past three years, 
the Lions lost six fumbles in 2002, four fumbles in 2003 and 
seven fumbles in 2004. 
The Lions completed the 2003 season with only four fumbles 
lost, tied forthe fourth fewestin NFL history with San Francisco 
(1960), Kansas City (1982) and Minnesota (1998). No Lions 
funning backs lost a fumble during the season. The fourfumbles 
lost was the lowest tally in the league in 2003. The four lost 
fumbles by the Lions in 2003 is a franchise record for lowest 
number of fumbles lost in a single season. 
Over two-year spans since 1940, the Lions have recorded the 
second lowest tally of fumbles (11) over the past two years 
(2003-04), The best mark over a two-year stretch occurred in 
2002-03 when the team combined for a total of 10 lost fumbles 
(six in '02 and four in '03).

Mariucci improved his team’s record between 2000 and 2001 from 
6-10 to 12-4. It marked only the 16th time (16 different coaches) in 
the entire history of the NFL that a team improved from six-or-fewer 
wins to at least 12 wins in back-to-back seasons. 

He became the 24th head coach to improve his team from six-or- 
fewer wins to 10-or-more wins in back-to-back seasons since the 
merger in 1970. Mariucci is one of only 30 coaches in NFL history to 
accomplish that turnaround feat.

Dick Jauron enters his second season as the Lions defensive 
coordinator. Detroit had two players (DT Shaun Rogers and CB Dré 
Bly) on defense named to the 2005 NFC Pro Bowl after Jauron’s 
only season directing the defense. 

He has two decades worth of NFL coaching experience, including 
15 years coaching in the NFC North (formerly Central) Division. 
Before fining the Lions prior to the 2004 season, Jauron had spent 
the previous five seasons as the head coach for the Chicago Bears, 
where he was the 2001 Associated Press NFL Coach of the Year. 
That season, he led the Bears to a 13-3 record and their first NFC 
Central division championship since 1990. Jauron joined George 
Halas and Mike Ditka as the only coaches in franchise history to 
feach 13 wins ina single season, and the sixth Bears coach to string 
2 six-game winning streak together during the season. 

The 2001 Bears were clutch as they accumulated five second- 
half, come-from-behind victories and an 8-0 record in games decided 
by seven points or less. The Bears defense ranked first in the NFLin 
Points allowed and second in rushing yards allowed, 

The Bears’ run in 2001 was established by a strong finish to end 
the 2000 season. Playing the leagues’ strongest schedule, Jauron's 
team finished 5-11; however, Chicago capped off the 2000 campaign 
with a 4-4 record in the final eight games. Of those four victories down 
the stretch were wins against playoff-bound or playoff-contending 
teams (Indianapolis, Tampa Bay and Detroit). Jauron also quided 
the Bears to.a road victory at Green Bay for the second consecutive 
year, becoming the first coach in Bears history to record consecutive 
wins in his first two games at Green Bay (1999 and 2000). 

During Jauron’s five seasons in the Windy City, the Bears were 
represented in the Pro Bowl each year by a combination of eight 
different players, which included KR Jerry Azumah, WR Marty 
Booker, KR Glyn Milbum, C Olin Kreutz (three times), LB Brian 
Urlacher (four times), DT Ted Washington. S Larry Whigham and 
T James Williams. 

As head coach, Jauron compiled a career coaching record of 
35-46 (.432). 

Prior to being the head coach in Chicago, Jauron served as the 
defensive coordinator for the expansion Jacksonville Jaguars from 
1995-98, helping lead the team to three playoff appearances in four 
years, including the AFC Championship game in 1996 and the AFC 
Central division title in 1998. 

From 1986-94, Jauron coached the defensive backs for the 
Green Bay Packers under three different head coaches (Forrest 
Gregg, Lindy Infante and Mike Holmgren). While in Green Bay, he 
worked on 2 coaching staff with current Lions Head Coach Steve 
Manucci. Jauron was instrumental in the development of Packers 
All-Pro S LeRoy Butler, who went to four Pro Bowls in his career. 


Jauron's coaching career started in 1985 with the Buffalo Bills, also 
as a defensive backs coach. 

Jauron played the first five seasons of his NFL career with the 
Lions after being drafted in the fourth round of the 1973 NFL Draft 
by Detroit. He started at free safety as a rookie and was a Pro Bowl 
selection in 1974 after leading the NFC in punt return average (16.8). 
Jauron has the fifth longest interception return in Lions’ franchise 
history, a 95-yard touchdown against Chicago November 18, 1973. 
He played the final three seasons of his career with the Cincinnati 
Bengals, and finished with a career tally of 26 interceptions and 
two touchdowns. 

After retiring from the NFL, Jauron worked two years for Nautilus 
Sports Medical Industries before launching his coaching career. 

Agraduate of Yale University with a bachelor's degree in history, 
Jauron holds several schoo! rushing records, including consecutive 
100-yard rushing games (16). He spent much of his childhood 
in Rensselaer, Ind., where his father was the head coach at St. 
Joseph's College. 

A three-sport standout at Swampscott (Mass.) High School, 
Jauron was named one of the top 10 prep athleles of the 20th 
Century in the state of Massachusetts by the Boston Globe. 

Jauron and his wife, Gail, have two daughters, Kacy and Amy. 


JAURON’S PROFILE: 

~ Jauron was named 2001 Associated Press Coach of the Year in 
200/ after leading the Chicago Bears to a 13-3 record and first 
NFC Central division title since 1990. That season, the Bears 
defense was ranked first in the league in points allowed and 
second in rushing. The year was highlighted by five second 
half come-from behind wins, and the Bears were 8-0 in games 
decided by seven points or less 

> From 1995-98, Jauron was the defensive coordinator of the 
Jacksonville Jaguars. During that span, the Jaquars appeared 
in the playoffs three times, including the AFC Championship 
game in 1996, 

~ After being selected in the fourth round of the 1973 NFL Draft 
by the Lions, Jauron played five seasons in the Motor City, He 
started at free safely during his rookie year, and was selected to 
the Pro Bowl after leading the NFC in punt return average (16.8) 
in 1974. On November 18, 1973, Jauron recorded a 95-yard 
interception retum for a touchdown ys. Chicago, which is the 
fifth longest interception return in Lions’ history.

Chuck Priefer, a 15-year NFL coaching veteran enters his ninth 
season as the Lions’ special teams coach. The club’s special teams 
units have been ranked among the NFL's best over the past eight 
seasons, wilh Priefer's inventive schemes and sound tuloring in the 
kicking game playing a large role. 

Since the arrival of Priefer in 1997, the Lions have seen a 
Noticeable upturn in production from K Jason Hanson, who scored 
his 1,300th career point in 2004, as well as with its “Hard Core” 
coverage units, Hanson has enjoyed eight outstanding seasons 
under Priefer's direction, being named to the Pro Bowl follawing 
both the ‘97 and ‘99 campaigns, He has been over the 100-point 
barrier in six of the past eight seasons and became the franchise's 
all-time leading scorer in 2002. 

Punter Nick Harris enjoyed his finest NFL season in his first 
full year under Priefer. Harris, who signed a three-year contract 
extension in December 2004, tied for second in the NFL with 32 
punts downed inside-the-20. In Lions annals, Harris has the second- 
most punts downed inside the 20-yard line during a single season 
(since the statistic bacame official in 1977), With 32, he finished one 
behind his predecessor, P John Jett, who recorded 33 in 2000. Harris 
also tied for third in the NFL by forcing 24 fair catches this season. 

Over the past three years, the Lions special teams return units 
have been the best in the NFL when it comes fo scoring touchdowns. 
From 2002-04, the Lions recorded more special teams return 
touchdowns (kickoff return, punt return, blocked punt return and 
blocked field goal retum) than any other team in the NFL. Over 
that three-year span, the Lions scored 11 touchdowns via special 
teams returns, two more than the second-most tally by Kansas City 
(9), Since Priefer's first year Detroit, the Lions have recorded the 
second-most special teams return TD's (15) in the NFL. 

Return specialist Eddie Drummond has emerged as one of the 

élite kick returners in the NFL under Priefer's guidance. He finished 
the 2004 season as the NFL's leader in punt returns with a 13.2 avg 
ih PR for 346 yds) and combined kick returns for touchdowns with 
jour (2 PR, 2 KR), and ranked second in kickoff returns with a 26.6 
avg (41 KR for 1,092 yds), Drummond also tied for a league-high 
in punt returns for touchdowns with two and lied for second in the 
NFL in kickoff retums for touchdowns with two. Drummond is only 
the second player in NFL history to return two punts and two kickoffs 
for touchdowns in a single season. 

During Priefer's eight-year tenure in Detroit, he has had five 
different players return kicks for touchdowns (Terry Fair, Desmond 
Howard, Az-Zahir Hakim, Eddie Drummond and Reggie Swinton). 
Howard and Drummond both earned trips to the 2001 and 2005 Pro 
Bowls respectively, 

Priefer has formulated superb cover units during his lime in 
Detroit. In 2004, The Lions finished third in the NFL in Average Drive 
Start following kickoff (kickoff team) with 24.3, four yards below the 
league average, including 14 touchbacks and 18 stops inside 20. 
The Lions tied for third in the NFL with 32 kickoffs that resulted 
either in touchbacks or stops inside the 20-yard line. In combined 
kicks (punts and kickoffs), Detroit tied for first in NFL with 50 stops 
inside the 20-yard line (32 punts downed, 18 drives started inside 
20 following kickoffs), The Lions tied for third in NFL with 32 punts 
downed inside the 20 (Chicago, 35), and tied for second in the NFL 
with 18 kickoffs stopped inside the 20 (Atlanta 20). 

Priefer possesses 28 years of college and pro coaching 
expenance on his resume, Priefer coached the defensive backfield 
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at Georgia Tech from 1987-91 and went on to San Diego in 1992. 
Prior to his tenure at Georgia Tech, Priefer spent the 1986 season 
as the defensive coordinator at Kent State. 

While at San Diego, the Chargers’ special teams under Priefer 
also consistently ranked among the best in the NFL. KR Darrien 
Gordon led the AFC and was second in the NFL with a 14.9-yard 
punt return average, In 1994, return specialist Andre Coleman 
became the first player in Chargers’ history to return two kickoffs for 
touchdowns in a single season, and he also retumed a kickoff for a 
score in Super Bowl XXIX. He repeated that feat and also returned 
a punt fora score in 1995. He also averaged an AFC-high 11.6 yards 
per punt retum in 1995. 

In 1996, punter Darren Bennett, followed his standout campaign 
of 1995 with a record-setting season as he averaged a team-record 
45.6 yards per punt. In 1995, Bennett, a former Australian Rules 
Football player, ranked second in the NFL with a 44,7-yard average 
and earned a Pro Bow! spot in his first season of organized football, 
Bennett's Pro Bowl appearance was the second conseculive by a 
Priefer student. In 1994, kicker John Camey led the NFL in scoring 
with 135 points en route to a Pro Bow! appearance, 

In 1994, the Chargers’ punt return and kickoff return teams 
ranked second and third, respectively, in the league. During the 1994 
regular season, San Diego was the only team to return two punts and 
two kickoffs for touchdowns. Punt returner Darrien Gordon led the 
AFC and ranked second:in the NFL with a 13,2-yard average. 

At Georgia Tech, Priefer cultivated a pass defense that ranked 
No. 1 in the country for several weeks in both the 1988 and 1990 
seasons. Tech's pass defense ranked eighth in the country in 1994 
and ranked in the top 15 three times. 

Preceding his tenure at Georgia Tech, Priefer spent two seasons 
(1984-85) as the special teams coach for the Green Bay Packers. 
He also assisted with the Packers’ linebackers. In 1984, Priefer's 
kickoff coverage team led the NFL by allowing only 16.0 yards per 
return and the special teams finished with the top average ranking 
in the NFC Central division. 

Priefer began his coaching career at Padua Franciscan High 
School in Parma, Ohio as an assistant football, baseball and 
basketball coach in 1963. He was named head baseball coach in 
1965 and assistant athletic director in 1966. From 1972-76 he was 
the head football coach, posting a 34-15 record, 

In 1977, he jumped from the prep ranks to Miami (Ohio) where 
he coached one season before moving on to North Carolina, He 
spent six seasons (1978-83) with the Tar Heels -- one season as 
defensive backfield coach and five years as defensive line coach. 
North Carolina went to five straight bow! games during that time, 
posting a 50-20-1 record. 

Charles John Priefer was born in the 1940s on July 26 in Parma, 
Ohio. He attended Boromeo High Schoo! in Wickliffe, Ohio before 
matriculating to John Carroll University. He graduated from John 
Carroll in 1963 with a degree in history and Latin and earned a 
master's degree in American history (emphasis inAmerican-Russian 
relations) from John Carroll in 1967. 

Chuck and his wife, Sheila, have four children - Michael, Therese, 
Jennifer and Megan - and 10 grandchildren. 


PRIEFER’S PROFILE 

~ Chuck Priefer has solidified the Lions’ cover teams among the 
besiin the NFL over the past five seasons. Last season, the Lions 
finished third in the NFL in Average Drive Start following kickoff 
(kickoff team) with 24.3, including 14 touchbacks and 18 stops 
inside-the-20, The Lions tied for third in the NFL with 32 kickoffs 
that resulted either in touchbacks or stops inside the 20-yard line. 
In combined kicks (punts and kickoffs), Detroit tied for first in the 
NFL with 50 stops inside the 20-yard line (32 punts downed, 18 
drives started inside-the-20 following kickoffs). The Lions tied 
for third in the NFL with 32 punts downed inside-the-20 and tied 
for second in the NFL with 18 opponent kickoff returns stopped 
inside-the-20. In 2003, the Lions ranked fifth in the leaque in 
covering punts by allowing just a 6.6 yards per return average. 
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In 2002, the team’s punt coverage unit ranked first in the NFL 
after holding opponents to a mere 4.5 average return per punt. 
For two-straight seasons, the Lions were the NFL's best team al 
pinning opponents deep in their own territory following kickoffs. 
The Lions kickoff coverage team led the league in average 
starting field position in 2000 (25.1) and 2001 (25.3). In 2002, 
the Lions’ kickoff return unit ranked third in the NFL in average 
yards per kickoff return after averaging 24.6 yards per kickoff 
return, and the unit ranked second in the NFC after accumulating 
a 31.0 average starting point. 

Priefer has formulated a superb combination of talent and 
scheme in developing the Lions’ return game into a force. Five 
players have scored touchdowns on returns during Prefer's 
tenure in Detroit, In 1998, he guided Terry Fair to a league best 
28.0 yards per kickoff average. In 2000, Desmond Howard's 
prolific punt and kickoff return game earned him a spot in the 
Pro Bowl. In 2002, the returner role was handed off to Eddie 
Drummond as he finished with the NFL's fourth-best kickoff 
return average (28.0 yards per return) and highest of rookies, 
and he retumed one punt for a touchdown (73 yards) during the 
season. Indications of Drummond's threat as a punt returner 
occurred al Arizona (12/8/02) when he returned a punt 73 
yards for 2 touchdown. In 2003, both Drummond (1 PR) and 
Reggie Swinton (1 PR; 1 KR) scored touchdowns on returns 
This past season, Drummond was the NFL's leader in punt 
returns with a 13.2 avg (24 PR for 316 yds) and combined 
kick returns for touchdowns with four (2 PR, 2 KR), and ranked 
second in kickoff returns with a 26.6 avg (41 KR for 1,092 
yds). Drummond also tied for a leaque-high in punt returns for 
touchdowns with two and tied for second |n the NFL in kickoff 
returns for touchdowns with two, Drummond is only the second 
player in NFL history to return two punts and two kickoffs for 
touchdowns in a single season, 

In 2004, the Lions posted a single-season franchise record with 
five special teams return touchdowns, The previous record of 
four special teams return touchdowns was accomplished five 
limes, with two of them coming under Priefer’s guidance (1951, 
1992, 1994, 2002, and 2003). 

Priefer has helped mold Pro Bow! defensive tackle Shaun 
Rogers into an impressive kick-blocking force. Since Rogers 
arved as a rookie in 2001, Detroit has blocked a total of 11 
kicks, six by Rogers. In 2004, Rogers contributed two blocked 
field goal attempts and one blocked extra point attempt. Perhaps 
his most important block occured on a pivotal field goal attempt 
by Bears kicker Paul Edinger at Chicago. The blocked kick was 
scooped up and returned for an NFL-tecord 92 yard touchdown 
by safety Bracy Walker.

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Having spent more than 30 years coaching on the college and 
NFL levels, Ted Tollner joins the Lions after spending the past three 
seasons with the San Francisco 49ers where he was hired by Head 
Coach Steve Mariucci in 2002. 

Toliner's experience was finely tuned working in three of the most 
innovative offenses in the history of the game. Given the coaching 
and player lineage and schematic evolution derived from these 
offenses, perhaps no other systems have had a greater impact 
on today's offensive schemes than those with which Tollner is 
associated. He began his coaching career at San Diego State where 
heran the innovative “Air Coryell’ offense, As an assistant coach for 
Buffalo under Hall of Fame Head Coach Marv Levy from 1987-88, 
he tutored the Bills’ receivers at the launch of the “K-Gun" passing 
attack, In 2002, Tollner began coaching in the “West Coast” offense 
as quarterbacks coach and he then served as offensive coordinator 
for the 49ers this past season. 

Under Mariucci in '02, Tollner helped QB Jeff Garcia reach 
his third consecutive Pro Bow! by throwing for 3,344 yards, 21 
touchdowns and only 10 interceptions. The 49ers won the NFC West 
and advanced to the divisional-round of the playoffs that season. 

From 1994-01, Toliner was the head coach at San Diego State, 
where he compiled a record of 43-48. He posted two eight-win 
seasons in his second and third years with the Aztecs (1995 and 
'96), which marked the first consecutive eight-win seasons since Don 
Coryell accomplished the feat in 1976-77. Tollner also directed San 
Diego State to its first postseason bowl game in seven years with a 
berth in the Las Vegas Bowl (1998). Current NFL players that played 
under Tollner include Saints WR Az-Zahir Hakim, Cowboys DT La’Roi 
Glover and Packers DE Kabeer Gbaja-Biamila. 

Prior to his head coaching stint at SDSU, Tollner was the Los 
Angeles Rams quarterbacks coach under Head Coach Chuck Knox 
from 1992-93. He moved to Los Angeles after a three-year period 
(1989-91) as the San Diego Chargers offensive coordinator. From 
1987-88, he was the wide receivers coach for the Buffalo Bills. 

Tollner served as offensive coordinator and running backs 
coach al USC during the 1982 season, and in November of 1982, 
was named John Robinson's successor as Trojans head coach. 
He compiled a 26-20-1 record and directed the team to a Pac-10 
Conference title and three bowl berths, His 1984 USC squad posted 
a 9-3 record, finished 10th in the AP poll and defeated fifth-ranked 
Ohio State 20-17 in one of the greatest upsets in Rose Bow! history. 
The Trojans finished 7-1 in the conference that year and earned their 
first trip to the Rose Bowl as conference champs since 1979. Toliner 
was named Pac-10 Coach-of-the-Year that season. His two other 
bow! appearances with the Trojans include the 1985 Aloha Bowl and 
the 1987 Citrus Bow!, Among the coaches on Tollner's staff included 
Mariucei, Lions Offensive Line Coach Pat Morris, Oakland Raiders 
Head Coach Norv Tumer, University of Pittsburgh Head Coach Dave 
Wannstedt and Bears Offensive Coordinator Ron Turner. 

During his tenure at Brigham Young University (1981), Tollner 
served as the quarterbacks coach under LaVell Edwards, Among the 
crop of BYU quarterbacks that developed under Tollner included Jim 
McMahon (led nation in passing in 1981) and Steve Young. 

Toliner's coaching career on the college level began at San 
Diego State when he was the offensive coordinator and quarterbacks 
coach from 1973-80. Tollner first started his coaching career in the 
San Francisco area at Woodside High School (1963-67) and San 
Mateo College (1968-72). 
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Born May 29, 1940, Tollner earned a bachelor's degree in 1962 
and later a master's degree in physical education at Cal Poly, He was 
a starting quarterback for the Mustangs for two years and pitched 
for the baseball team for four seasons. He was one of 26 survivors 
of the tragic Cal Poly plane crash on October 29, 1960, which killed 
22 people, 16 of them players. In 1989, Tollner was inducted into 
the Cal Poly Athletics Hall of Fame. 

Tollner and his wife, Barbara, have two daughters, Linda and 
Tammy, and one son, Bruce, and 10 grandchildren.

> Tollner's has been a part of some of the most innovative offensive 
systems in football history. Toliner’s first involvement of a highly- 
powered offense occurred al San Diego State where he ran the

Larry Brooks enters his second season coaching Detroit's 
defensive lineman. The Lions’ defensive line flourished in their first 
season under Brook's tulelage, nearly doubling their sack output from 
17.5 sacks in 2003 to 30.5 sacks in 2004, He also helped DT Shaun 
Rogers earn his first career Pro Bowl invitation and DE James Hall 
set a career high with 11.5 sacks. 

Before joining the Lions coaching staff, Brooks served as the 
defensive line coach for the Chicago Bears in 2003, where he 
worked under Lions Defensive Coordinator Dick Jauron. Previous 
{o his stint in Chicago, Brooks spent nine years coaching under Mike 
Holmgren with the Green Bay Packers (1994-98) and then with the 
Seattle Seahawks (1999-02), While in Green Bay, he coached on 
the same staff with both Jauron and Mariucci, and tutored future 
Hall-of-Famer Reggie White. Brooks earned a Super Bowl ring 
wilh the Packers in 1996. 

After taking a year away from football in 1991, Brooks returned 
to his alma mater Virginia State as an assistant coach and assistant 
athletic director. His first job came as an assistant defensive line 
coach with the Los Angeles Rams, the team he played with for his 
entire career, from 1983-90, In 1985 Brooks served on the same 
Rams’ coaching staff with Mariucci, the team's quality control 
coach thal year.

During Pat Morris’ first season in Detroit, the Lions’ offensive 
line paved the way as the running game emerged in 2004 as one 
of the best in the league during the second half of the season, 
The Lions rushed for 1,096 yards in the last seven games of the 
season, the second-most in the NFL during that span (Atlanta, 
1,270). As a team, the Lions rushed for 1,777 yards, which is the 
most since 1998 (1,955) which was Hall of Fame RB Barry Sanders’ 
final NFL season. 

Before joining the Lions, Morris spent seven years with the San 
Francisco 49ers, including six seasons (1997-02) under Lions Head 
Coach Steve Mariucci. Morris was hired as fight ends/assistant 
offensive line coach in 1997 and was named offensive line coach 
in 1999 

During Morris’ tenure with the 49ers, the team totaled the 
second-highest rushing tally in the NFL, averaging 135.5 yards per 
game over the seven-year span.

Greg Olson will continue his tutelage of Joey Harrington in 
his second season as the Lions quarterbacks coach. In 2004 
Harrington set single-season career-highs with 3,047 passing yards, 
19 touchdowns, a career-low 12 interceptions and became only the 
third quarterback in franchise history to pass for over 3,000 yards 
ina single season. 

During his coaching career, he has tutored quarterbacks Jeff 
Garcia (San Francisco 49ers), Drew Brees (Purdue), Jon Kitna 
(Central Washington) and Rex Grossman (Chicago Bears), among 
others. 

Olson served on Lions Head Coach Steve Mariucci's 49ers staff 
as quarterbacks coach in 2001. That season Garcia eared his 
second-straight Pro Bowl selection as he completed 62.7 percent 
of his passes and accumulated 3,538 yards and 32 touchdowns 
The 49ers compiled 2 12-4 record that season and earned a playoff 
spot as an NFC Wild Card. Olson left the 49ers after his wife, Lissa 
was named the head coach for track and field program (both men 
and women) for Purdue. 

As quarterbacks coach at Purdue (1997-00), Olson played a 
Critical role in the development of Brees, one of the most prolific 
passers in the history of the school as well as the Big Ten Conference 
The Boilermakers passing offense was ranked in the top 10 nationally 
over Olson's last three years (seventh in 1998, fourth in 1999 and 
sixth in 2000), and Was slotted as 13th in 1997.

During Olson's first season at Idaho (1994), the school 
Was ranked second in the nation in total offense and scoring and 
seventh in passing. 

Prior to his time served at Idaho, Olson was the offensive 
coordinator at his alma mater, Central Washington. The school 
was the top-ranked NAIA school in total offense in 1991 and 1993. 
Olson helped develop Jon Kitna during his tenure that began the 
quarterback's transition from NAIA signal caller to 1997 World Bow! 
MVP to starter in the NFL (Seattle and Cincinnati). Also during 
his stint at Central Washington, he was 2 coach for the wrestling 
program for four seasons, including the last two as head coach as 
he led the program to a sixth place finish at his final NAIA National 
Tournament.

Tom Rathman joined the Lions as the team's running backs 
coach in 2003 after serving in the same capacity for six seasons 
with the San Francisco 49ers under Head Coach Steve Mariucci. 
This season marks Rathman's third year with the club. 

Last season, Rathman helped RB Kevin Jones have the best 
fookie season by a Lions running back since Barry Sanders in 1989 
and among rookies in the NFL in 2004. Jones rushed for 1,133 yards 
on 244 carries (4.7 avg), including an NFL-leading 825 yards on 163 
attempts (5.4 avg) over the last seven games. Jones was selected 
as an alternate for the Pro Bow. 

Under Rathman’s direction in 2002, the 49ers finished with the 
sixth-best rushing attack in the NFL with an average of 140.3 rushing 
yards per game.

Phil Snow joins the Lions after spending the past two seasons 
with the University of Washington Huskies, the last as their defensive 
coordinator. During his coaching career, he spent 17 seasons in the 
Pac-10 Conference. 

Before joining the Huskies for the 2003 season, Snow was the 
defensive coordinator at UCLA for two seasons where his defense 
was the conferences best unit in total defense during the 2001 
season, That defense featured LB Robert Thomas, who was drafted 
in the first-round of the 2002 NFL Draft by St Louis. Thomas has 
started at middle linebacker for the Rams the past three seasons 
(2002-04). 

Snow spent nine seasons at Arizona State (1992-2000) as the 
defensive coordinator. During his tenure he coached current NFL 
starters, S$ Adam Archuleta and LB Terrell Suggs, and Pat Tilman. 
The Sun Devils defensive units ranked among the top three in 
scoring defense in the Pac-10 in three of his last five seasons. In 
2000, Arizona State's defense ranked first in the nation in fumbles 
fecovered and third in forced turnovers. 

For five seasons at California (1987-91), Snow coached the 
secondary and helped the Golden Bears win their first back-to-back 
bowl games (Copper, 1990; Citrus, 1991). He spent five seasons 
(1982-86) coaching at Boise State, the last four as the team's 
defensive coordinator/secondary. In 1986, the Broncos ranked sixth 
in the nation in total defense. 

Snow began his coaching career at Berkely (Calif.) High School 
in 1976, and he also coached two seasons (1977-78) at Winters 
(Calif.) High School. He entered the college ranks in 1979 when he 
joined the coaching staff at Laney (Calif.) College. 

He attended Sacramento City College (1974-75) and Cal State 
Hayward (1977-78) where he earned his bachelor's degree in 
physical education, He and his wife, Debbie, have two sons, Phillip 
(16) and Jacob (13),

Andy Sugarman arrived in Detroit in 2003 after five years with the 
San Francisco 49ers, including three years as the offensive assistant 
(2000-02) and two seasons (1998-99) as offensive quality control 
coach. He was named tight ends coach prior to the 2004 season, 

The Lions tight ends last year combined for 51 receptions for 
480 yards and one touchdown. Along with returning TE Casey 
Fitzsimmons, free agent TE Marcus Pollard was added to the 
team's offensive unit. 

Sugarman was brought from San Francisco by Head Coach 
Steve Mariucci as the team’s offensive assistant. He assisted with the 
light ends during his last two seasons (2001-02) in San Francisco. 

During his first three seasons in San Francisco, Sugarman 
worked with the wide receiver position. In addition to his coaching 
duties, he also handled the computer operations (inputting game 
plans) and coordinating the scout teams for special teams. 

Prior to joining the 49ers, Sugarman spent seven years (1991-97) 
as an assistant to the offensive and special teams coaching staff 
at the University of California-Berkeley. He worked under four head 
coaches while at Cal, including: Bruce Snyder, Keith Gilbertson, 
Mariucci and Tom Holmoe.

Sheldon White begins his sixth season as Director of Pro 
Personnel. During his first three years in the Lions’ personnel 
department, White fulfilled a myriad of roles— in 1997 as the team's 
BLESTO area scout, in 1998 as an area scout and in 1999 working 
in both the college and pro scouting areas. 

While managing the pro personnel side of the team's scouting 
depariment, White is responsible for evaluating and scouting current 
Lions and NFL players, as well as NFL Europe. He plays a key 
role in free agency and assists in the draft. White is also involved 
in some salary cap issues, negotialing contracts for selected draft 
choices and free agents, and handles the budgeting for the scouting 
department.

(Ohio) from 1984-87, and was recently named to their first team All- 
Century team. He earned first-team All-MAC honors in 1986-87 and 
served as a key contributor to the Redskins’ MAC title in ‘86. 

In 1988, he was selected by the Giants in the third round of the 
NFL Draft, and was named to the All-NFL Rookie team by College 
& Pro Football Weekly. White was also named the team’s Rookie 
of the Year after leading the club with four interceptions. Following a 
two-year stint in New York, White signed with the Lions. He played 
three seasons in Detroit and was a member of the 1991 team that 
won the NFC Central title and advanced to the NFC Championship 
game. White then signed as an unrestricted free agent with the 
Bengals, where he spent the '93 campaign, before entering the

In July 2004, White began serving as member of the Business 
Advisory Council of the Richard T, Farmer School of Business at 
his alma mater, Miami University.

Scott McEwen is now in his 19th season working in the Lions’ 
personne! department. He manages the college side of the team's 
scouting department, and he is a key cog in the team's evaluation 
of college players throughout the country. McEwen plays an integral 
role in he team’s planning and preparation for the annual college 
selection meeting. 

McEwen is the team's elder statesman among the members 


of the player personnel department, having been a member of the 
scouting staff for the longest period of time. He originally joined the 
organization in 1987. 

A1980 graduate of West Liberty State (W.V.), McEwen began his 
tenure with the Lions as an area scout after spending two seasons 
working for the BLESTO Scouting Service. Prior to his scouting 
career, the East McKeesport, Pa., native served as the defensive 
line coach at his alma mater from 1980-81, and later coached four 
seasons at Duquesne University (Pittsburgh, Pa.).

Long-lime Lions’ player and coach Charlie Sanders re-joined 
the club in a scouting role February 18, 1998. He was promoted to 
Assistant Director of Pro Personnel March 1, 2000 after serving the 
previous two seasons as a pro scout. Sanders compiles reports and 
evaluations on upcoming Lions’ opponents and players throughout 
the league, as well as aiding in preparation for the NFL Draft, This 
season is Sanders’ 16th season working in the Lions’ front office, 

After eight years on the Lions’ coaching staff (tight ends in 1989- 
90 and wide receivers in 1991-96), Sanders spent the 1997 season 
as 2 radio broadcaster on the team’s flagship station, WXYT. That 
assignment added to @ radio broadcast resume that also included 
time as the club's color commentator from 1983-88. 

One of the best tight ends of his era, Sanders caught 336 passes 
(fifth on the team’s all-time list) during his 10-year career (1968-77) 
for 4,817 yards. He appeared in seven Pro Bowls, was twice named 
All-Pro and missed only 12 games during his career. 

Drafted by the Lions in the third round from the University of 
Minnesota in 1968, Sanders was the only rookie that season selected 
to play in the Pro Bowl and he finished second to then-teammate 
Earl McCullough for NFL Rookie of the Year honors. Sanders was 
inducted into the Michigan Sports Hall of Fame in 1990 and in the 
North Carolina Sports Hall of Fame, his native state, in 1997. 

Sanders and his wife, Georgiana, have nine children -- Mia, 
Charese, Mary Jo, Georgiana, Charlie Jr., Nathalie, Tallisa, Wayne 
and Jordan.

Bill Keenist embarks upon his 21s! year within the Lions 
organization, In 2001, he was promoted to the post of senior vice 
president of communications. He works closely with the club's 
following departments: communications, marketing, sales, tickets, 
broadcasting, new media and community affairs. Keenist also serves 
as the team’s chief spokesman on organizational matters. 

For seven years prior, Keenist served as a team vice-president 
supervising the areas of communications, broadcasting and 
marketing, Since 1994, the team has launched its own television 
show, radio show, a state-wide preseason TV and highlight show 
network, team newspaper, magazine and Internet site. In June 2002, 
astudy by Street & Smith's SportsBusiness Journal rated 121 MLB, 
NBA, NFL and NHL team Internet sites, and Detroillions.com was 
selected No. 2 overall. 

Keenist assisted in the negotiations of broadcast contracts for 
local radio and TV rights. This past year, the Lions renewed their 
relationship with Infinity Broadcasting to a new five-year deal that 
includes greater presence on the team’s fiagship station, WKRK 
97.1 FM, and other auxiliary programming. In 2004, the Lions 
entered into a new relationship with CBS-affiliate WWJ-TV Ch. 62 
to broadcast the Lions preseason games and the team's weekly 
television show. 

In 1997, Keenist direclad a restructuring of (he Lions’ ticket 
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office, which included the establishment of both a telemarketing 
and group sales departments, In the season prior to these changes, 
the season ticket base had fallen to near 30,000. In 2002, the first 
year at Ford Field, the Lions sold out their regular season ticket 
packages and, for the first time. have a waiting list for prospective 
season ticket buyers. 

Keenist has been with the Lions since 1985, when he was hired 
as assistant public relations director. In 1987 he was named director 
of public relations, a position he held until his appointment as director 
of marketing, broadcasting and communications in 1991, He held 
that position until 1994 when he was promoted to vice president for 
administration and communications. 

In 1981, Keenist's NFL career began when he worked for the 
Washington Redskins as a public relations assistant. He was a 
member of the Redskins staff when the team won Super Bowt XVII 
in 1983 over Miami, He also served as the Redskins’ director of 
promotions in 1983. 

After leaving the Redskins, Keenist returned home to the 
Pittsburgh area where he was the public relations director for the 
Pittsburgh Maulers of the United States Football League in 1984. 
After the Maulers’ one season in the USFL, Keenist served as the 
sports public relations director for the Pittsburgh Civic Arena, where 
he worked primarily with the Pittsburgh Penguins. 

Keenist’s talents have been recognized around the NFL. For 
Super Bowls XXIV through XXVIII and XXXIX, he had the honor 
of being selected public relations co-captain, which involves the 
coordination of all media-related activities at the Super Bowl.

PRO: The 13-year veteran, and one of the NFL's most productive kickers, 
isthe Lions’ all-ime scoring leader with 1,336 points as well as the all-time 
leader in field goals (308) and extra points (412). He became just the 20th 
player in NFL history to reach the 1,300-point mark in 2004. Hanson, who 
has not missed a game in his career, also moved into first place on the 
team’s all-time games played list with 208, He owns several other team 
records including the single-season scoring record with 132 points in 
4995, the two longest field goals ever made (55 and 56) and the team’s 
longest streak of consecutive field goals made (24 in 1997), He enters 
2005 having connected on 177 of his last 201 field goal attempts (.880) 
inside 50 yards, dating back to the beginning of the 1997 campaign.

> TheLions have played the Browns four times in postseason action, the most against 
any team (Lions own 3-1 edge). Also, Detroit has accumulated 35 preseason games 
against Cleveland, also the most against any team in that category. 2004 marked 
the 36° preaseaon meeting between the two teams. Detroit holds a 20-15-1 edge 
over Cleveland in preseason games. In 2002, the Lions and Browns kicked off the 
first Great Lakes Classic chanty preseason game. 
The Lions hold a commanding 12-4 (.750) senes lead over the Browns, dating back 
to the clubs’ initial meeting in 1952. Detrot owns 2n 8-1 record in games played 
Detroit (including a 4-1 mark at the Siverdome). 
Jason Hanson booted the longest field goal in franchise hislory against the Browns 
October 8, 1995. Hanson drilled a 86-yard effort on the last play of the first half 


The following are brief recaps of each of the four postseason games between the 
Lions and Browns. 


> December 28, 1952 (NFL Championship Game) - The Detroit Lions Claimed their 
first NFL ile in 17 years with a 17-7 win over the Browns. The Lions scored the first 
touchdown of the game on 2 two-yerd run by Bobby Layne and extended the lead to 
14-0 in the third quarter on a 67-yard scamper by Doak Walker, Detroit was outgained 
in total yardage by 151 yards and had 12 fewer first downs, but the Detroit defense 
Stifened at crucial times: The Lions came up with four important goal line stands. 
Layee aller ony nine passes, al coxang a uh cases To pick up the 
slack, the Lions rushed for 199 yards with 97 yards coming from Walker. Detroit 
Capped the title game win with a 36-yard field goal by Pat Harder: 


> December 27, 1953 (NFL Championship Game) - The game evolved into a 
defensive struggle as 20 of the 33 points scored in the game were direct results of 
tumovers, The mistakes began when Otto Graham fumbled on his own 13-yard ling, 
the Lions capitalized on a one-yard touchdown run by Doak Walker, Although Graham 
completed only two of his 15 attempts, the Browns managed to hold a 16-10 lead with 
less than five minutes to play. Then, Detrot quarterback Bobby Layne put together an 
impressive drive that culminated with a 33-yard touchdown toss to Jim Doran. The 
17-16 victory provided the Lions with their second consecutive tile. 

December 26, 1954 (NFL Championship Game) - The game began on a good 
note for Detroit as Cleveland quarterback Otto Graham lumed the ball over on an 
interception. But the Lions could only manage a field goal afler the tumovar and 
the rest of the aflemoon was alf Cleveland, Graham bounced back from the early 
intercepSon to pass for three touchdowns and run for another three touchdowns as 
the Browns captured the World's Championship with a 56-10 win, Lions’ quarterback 
Bobby Layne had a homie day, as he threw six interceptions. 

December 29, 1957 (NFL pre Nea ~ Tobin Rote, playing for injured 
QB Bobby Layne, directed a relentless offensive attack as the Lions posted a 31-7 
halftime lead and coasted to thei fourth NFL titla, The highlight of the day came on 
a 78-yard bomb from Rote to Jim Doran that gave the Lions a 36-14 lead. Detroit 
went on to win 59-14, the second biggest title win ever.

Detroit passed for a then-club-record 375 yatds (364 by Bobby Layne) in a 98-21 
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Lions’ victory September 27, 1953, 

Detroit's 45-3 win over the Steelers Noventber 24, 1983 stands as the Lions’ largest 
winning margin in the history of the team's Thanksgiving Day series (second-largest 
in team hstory). 

Tha Lions also defeated Pittsburgh 19-16 in overtime November 26, 1998 in the 
sacond Thanksgiving Day matchup between the two teams. Jason Hanson made 
fis fourth fiekd goal of the game (42-yarder) 2:52 into the extra penod The game 
marked the frst Thanksgiving overtime contest since 1980, and also was highlighted 
bya guisy performance by Pittsburgh native, Charlie Batch, who completed 16-0f-23 
passes for 236 yards and a touchdown despite leaving the game fora time with a 
strainad neck. The game wil ba ramamberad by a strange coin toss to begin the 
overtime period.

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U.S. history, Outages stretched from Ohio throu 
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Detroit welcomed the Lions in 1934. but it was nat the area’s first 
look at professional football. In 1920, the Detroit Heralds were a charter 
member of the American Professtonal Football Association, which was 
the original name of the present NFL, but the club folded after two 
years. The Detroit Panthers appeared in 1925, but also folded after 
two seasons. In 1928, the Delroil Wolverines were formed, but they 
failed after just one year. 

In 1930, the then-10-year-old National Football League added 
a franchise from Portsmouth, Ohio, called the Spartans. Afler four 
seasons, the team was purchased for $7,952.08 by a group headed 
by Detroit radio executive George A. Richards and moved to the Motor 
City. 

Playing in the University of Detroit Stadium before crowds that 
averaged 16,000, the new Detroit Lions won the NFL Championship 
in only their second year (1935), Under the leadership of Coach “Potsy” 
Clark and stars like Hall of Famer “Dutch” Clark, Emie Caddel, George 
Christensen, “Ace” Gutowsky, Glenn Presnell and “Ox’ Emerson, the 
early Lions established pro football in Detroit. 

h 1940, Chicagoan Fred Mandel bought the club. Lions’ stars of that 
era included Hall of Famers Bill Dudley and Alex Wojciechowiez, John 
Green, Byron Whizzer’ White, Frank Sinkwich and “Camp” Wilson, The 
team was sold eight years later lo a group of local businessmen under 
the leadership of Edwin J, Anderson. The Detroit syndicate controlled 
the club until 1964, when William Clay Ford became the sole owner 
for a price of $4.5 million. 

The Lions dominated the NFL in the 1950s with four division tilles 
and three league championships. Under the direction of head coach 
Buddy Parker, the team won back-to-back world crowns in 1952-53, 
defeating Cleveland on both occasions. Stars of those powerful teams 
were Hall of Famers Bobby Layne, Jack Christiansen, Doak Walker and 
Lou Creekmur, as well as Les Bingaman, Cloyce Box, Leon Hart and 
Bob Hoemschemeyer. The Detroit-Cleveland battles of the era were 
classic confrontations between two giants of the blossoming NFL. 

Since their last title in 1957 under the coaching of George Wilson, 
the Lions have continued searching for the league's top spol, Such 
performers as Joe Schmidt, Yale Lary, Dick “Night Train’ Lane, John 
Henry Johnson and Lem Barney have been elected to the Hall of 
Fame. Outstanding players such as Wayne Walker, Mike Lucci, Nick 
Pietrosante, Roger Brown, Terry Barr, Mel Farr, Charlie Sanders, Dexter 
Bussey, Billy Sims and Doug English have alsa taken their places in 
the annals of pro football in Detroit. 

In 1967, Schmidt began the first of six seasons as head coach 
of the Lions. His 1970 team made the playoffs, (first postseason trip 
since ‘57) but lost in the first round to Dallas by the baseball-like score 


Prior to the 1975 season, the Lions moved into a new, domed 
stadium in Pontiac, Michigan, a suburb located 30 miles north of Detroit 
The Silverdome was at one time the world’s largest air-supported domed 
structure and seated aver 80,000 spectators under a fiberglass roof, 

Monte Clark took control of all football operations as head coach 
in 1978. Under Clark's direction, the Lions narrowly missed playoff 
berths in 1980-81, before qualifying in 1982 — the Lions’ first playoff 
appearance since 1970. Detroit captured the NFC Central Division 
crown in 1983, bul stumbled in the first round of the playoffs with a 
24-23 loss at San Francisco. 

Darryl Rogers took over for Clark in 1985 bul. was replaced on an 
interim basis by his defensive coordinator, Wayne Fontes, in November 
1988, after Rogers’ teams had posted a combined 18-40 record. 
Fontes was officially named the 17th head coach of the Detroit Lions 
on December 22, 1988. 

The Lions “Restored the Roar’ in 1991, winning a franchise-record 
12 regular season games. Riding a tide of emotion afler quard Mike 
Utley’s paralyzing néck injury, Detroit defeated Dallas, 38-6, in the Lions 
first Silverdome playoff contest. The victory gave the Lions @ berth in 
the NFC Championship Game, where Detroit fell to the eventual Super 
Bowl Champion Washington Redskins. 

The Lions finished 10-6 in 1993 en roule to capturing the NFC

Central Division tile, and earned a Wild Card playoff bid in 
1994. The 1995 Lions featured the NFL's top-rated offense and 
won their final seven games to earn a third straight playoff berth 
Herman Moore set an NFL record with 123 catches, and he and 
Brett Perriman became the first teammates to each total over 100 
catches in the same season. The receiver tandem also set the NFL 
record for most receiving yards in a season, Quarterback Scott 
Mitchell set team passing records for yards (4,338), completions 
(346) and touchdowns (32). 

In 1996, running back Barry Sanders captured his third NFL 
rushing title with a dramatic 175-yard outburst on the final Monday 
night of the season in San Francisco. The Lions, however, finished 
a disappointing 5-11 in’96 and following the season, Fontes was 
replaced as head coach by former San Diego Chargers’ head 
coach, Bobby Ross. Fontes, who was the head coach for more 
than eight full seasons, finished his career as the leain's all-time 
ae among head coaches in both wins (67) and games coached 
(138) 

Ross was named the 19th head coach in team history January 
43, 1997. and Jed the club back to the playoffs in his inaugural 
year at the helm with a 9-7 record. That season, Sanders, who 
was inducted into the Hall of Fame in August 2004, continued 
his storybook career by becoming only the third player in leaque 
history lo record 2,000 yards rushing in a single-season (2,053) 
and he reeled off an NFL record 14 consecutive 100-yard outings 
to finish the season. 

The Lions closed oul the 1990s reaching the playoffs for the 
sixth time in the 10-year span, which is @ franchise record for 
playoff appearances during a decade. Detroit's playoff berth in 
1999 marked the second time in Ross’ first three years as head 
coach that he led the Lions into the postseason, The last Lions’ 
head coach to accomplish that feat was Buddy Parker in 1952-53 
during his second and third seasons at the helm. 

Alter playing nine games into the 2000 season and compiling 
a5-4 record, Ross abruptly resigned as head coach November 6 
and was immediately replaced by Gary Moeller. Moeller guided 
{he team loa 4-3 record over the last seven games, but narrowly 
missed the playolfs with a loss to the Chicago Bears in the season 
finale, Following the season, William Clay Ford named Mall 
Millen president and CEO, and he assumed control over team 
operations. On January 25, 2001 Gary Moeller was replaced as 
head coach by former San Francisco 49ers offensive coordinator 
Marty Mornhinweg 

On April 1, 2002, Detroit relocated the team’s day-to-day 
operations into the new $36 million Headquarters and Training 
Facility in Allen Park, The new complex features outdoor and 
indoor practice fields, spacious training and meeting rooms and 
even the team’s own broadcast studio. 

Anew era in Lions’ history dawned as Ford Field, the team's 
$500 million downtown Detroit stadium, opened its doors in 
August 2002. The 65,000-seat stadium sparkled as ils retro 
and innovative features glistened in the national spotlight as the 
premiere sporis and entertainment complex. The Lions played 
the first game at Ford Field August 24, 2002 in a preseason tilt 
against the Pittsburgh Steelers. The inaugural regular season 
game was played between the Lions and the Green Bay Packers 
September 22, 2002. 

In January 2003, Momhinweg was fired after going 5-27 over 
two seasons, and former San Francisco 49ers Head Coach Steve 
Mariucci was tabbed the new Lions’ head coach February 4. 

For the first time since the Lions placed the Leaping Lion 
fogo on the players’ helmets in 1961, Detroit announced a major 
addition to the team’s uniform on April 23, 2003. The Lions’ classic 
uniform now features black trim on the logo, jerseys and pants, 
along with black shoes and black facemasks, In April 2005, the 
team introduced an alternate black jersey and announced it will 
wear it for up to two regular season games this year,

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LIGNS THANKSGIVING DAY TRADITION 


Dating to 1934, the Detroit Lions have been a proud part of the 
American celebration of Thanksgiving. G.A. Richards, the first owner 
of the Detroit Lions, was behind the Lions’ inaugural Thanksgiving 
game in 1934. Richards had purchased the team in 1934 and moved 
the Lions from Portsmouth, Ohio, to the Motor City. The Lions were 
the new kids in town and had taken a backseat to thE Tigers of 
baseball. Despite the fact that the Lions had lost just one game 
prior to the Thanksgiving Day game in 1934, the largest crowd that 
season had been just 15,000. 

The opponent for the Lions’ first Thanksgiving Day game 
November 29, 1934 was the undefeated, defending World Champion 
Chicago Bears of George Halas and the rising star of that era, fullback 
Bronko Nagurski. The game would determine the champion of the 
Western Division, Richards had convinced the NBC Radio Network 
lo carry the game coast-to-coast (94 stations), and additionally, an 
estimated 26,000 jammed into University of Detroit Stadium while 
thousands of disappointed fans were turned away. 

The Bears won the inaugural game, 19-16, and a classic was 
born, Since 1934, \he Lions have played 65 Thanksgiving Day 
games with Detroit leading the series 33-30-2, A total of 3,616,323

> April 24, 2004: Lions acquired Kansas City’s first round pick 
(30th overall) in the 2004 draft in exchange for Detroit's 
second (36th overall) and fourth round picks (105th overall) in 
the 2004 draft and their fifth round pick in the 2005 draft. The 
Lions drafted RB KEVIN JONES after trading back into the first 
found in the 2004 draft. 
April 23, 2005: Lions acquired Tennessee's second round 
(37th overall) pick in the 2005 draft in exchange for Detroit's 
second (41st overall) and fourth round (113th overall) picks in 
the 2005 draft. After trading up four spots, the Lions drafted 
OT SHAUN CODY. 


After selecting WR Mike Williams as their first pick in 
the 2005 NFL Draft, the Lions traded up with the New 
England Patriots to draft DT Shaun Cody. 
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1934-1947; The first 
uniform donned by the 
Detroit Lions included a 
blue jersey with gleaming 
silver numerals, silver 
pants and a silver helmet. 
The shoes were black. 
The shade of blue used 
for the jersey became 
known as ‘Honolulu’ 
blue. 


1948: Alvin 'Bo' McMillin 
joined the Lions after 
having success as a col- 
lege coach at Indiana 
University, Soon after his 
arrival, McMillin changed 
the colors of the Lions’ 
uniforms with the new colors resembling those of his Hoosier 
teams. The organization retained Honolulu blue and silver as 
their official colors. 


The jersey was scarlet with white numbers and the pants were white 
witha thin black stripe between two thin scarlet stripes. The helmets 
were black. All the players es 
wore leather helmets that 
season due to the league's 
ban on plastic helmets. 


The team had a second, all- 
black uniform, which would 
be worn only for certain 
important games that Mc- 
Millin particularly wished to 
win, The jersey was black 
with white numbers and the 
pants were black with a thin 
scarlet stripe between two 
thin white stripes. 


The two uniform sets ended 
up being wor in four differ- 
ent combinations (scarlet! 
white; black/black; scarlet! 
black; black/white). 


1949; The Lions returned to wearing 
their Honolulu blue and silver uniforms at 
home but continued to wear combinations 
of the scarlet and white uniforms and the 
all-black uniforms on the road, The team 
changed the color of their helmet to blue 
and some players went back to wearing 
plastic helmets after the NFL lifted the ban 
on plastic headgear from the previous season. 


1950-55: After wearing five different combinations of scarlet, white, 
black, silver and Honolulu blue in the previous two seasons, the 
Lions went back to wearing the traditional Honolulu blue and silver 
uniforms athome and on the road. For most of the 1950 season the 
team wore blue helmets but went back to wearing silver helmets 
for the 1951 season. During the early 50’s, the NFL did not allow 
the Lions to wear silver helmets for night games because of their 
resemblance to the white ball under the night lights. They spray- 
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painted their helmets blue for night 
games, Also, in 1951, the Lions 
wore the Detroit 250th Anniversary 
patch on their left sleeve. The patch 
was also worn by the Red Wings 
and Tigers. 


1956: This was the first season 
that the Lions added their uniform 
numbers to the arm sleeves. Some 
players, like Lions Hall of Fame LT 
Lou Creekmur, were unhappy with 
the change - claiming that it made it 
harder to get away with holding. 


1957-60: The Lions began wearing 

separate colored uniforms on the 

foad on a permanent basis in 1957. The jersey was white with three blue 
stripes, one thick between two thin stripes, on the sleeves, The numbers 
were blue and the helmet and pants remained silver. 


They wore a white jersey on at least one other occasion in a previous 
season. On October 24, 1954, the Lions wore a similar white uniform in 
a game at San Francisco which they lost, 37-31, to the 49ers. 


1961-67: In 1961, William Clay 
Ford's first season as the team’s 
president, there were some sig- 
nificant uniform changes. The 
helmet remained silver with a 
grey. facemask but now had the 
leaping-lion logo as Well as two 
vertical blue stripes running from 
the back to the front. The pants 
also had two vertical blue stripes. 
Three silver stripes, one thick 
between two thin, were added 
to the arm sleeves of the home 
jersey, The away jersey remained 
the same. 


During the mid-60s, many players cut off part of the sleeves — giving the 
appearance of only one or two stripes on the sleeves. 


1968-69; 1968 was the first year the Lions had a white stripe between the 
two blue stripes on the helmet. The Lions and the rest of the leaque wore 
the NFL 50th Anniversary patch on their left shoulder in 1969. 


1970-71: Last names were added to the back of the players’ jerseys 
in silver lettering and white trim was added to the Leaping Lion logo on 
the helmet in 1970. 


For the second half of the 1971 season, the Lions wore a black band, 
which was sewn over the thick stripe on the left sleeve on their home and 
away jerseys, in honor of wide receiver Chuck Hughes. Hughes died of 
a heart attack with 62 seconds remaining in the fourth quarter against 
the Chicago Bears on October 24, 1971. 


1972: The Honolulu blue home jersey had white trim on the silver 
numerals and the white jerseys had silver trim on blue numerals for the 
first time in 1972. It was also the first year that there was a white, vertical 
stripe between the two blue stripes on the pants. 


The Lions tweaked the striping on the arm-sleeves for that season as 
well. The home jerseys had the one thick silver stripe between two thin 


white stripes and the away jersey had the one thick blue stripe between 
to thin silver stripes. 


1973-75: Detroit changed back to the three silver 
stripes, one thick between two thin, on the sleeves 
™) ofthe Honolulu blue home jersey except now they 

) had white trim. The away white jersey had three 
blue stripes, one thick between two thin, and they 
had silver trim. 


For the 1974 season, the Lions wore a black band, 
which was sewn over the thick stripe on the left 
sleeve of their home and away jerseys, in honor of Head Coach Don 
McCafferty who died of a heart attack during training camp. 


° 
1974 was also the season that the Lions started wearing white shoes. 


1976-79: In 1976, the players’ numbers were added to the back of 
thehelmet. - 


1980-81: The Lions changed the dull silver stripes and trimming on 
their uniforms to a shimmering silver glitter. This only lasted two seasons 
because of complaints by other teams about the glare. 


1982-97; 
1982; The Lions changed the color of the numbers on their home 
jerseys, making them white with silver trim. 


1983; The Lions wore a 50th Anniversary patch on their left shoulder. 
The Lions changed their facemask from silver/grey to Honolulu blue. 


1991: The team wore a patch honoring Russ Thomas, a former player 
and General Manager for the Lions, who 
had recently passed away. 


For their final seven games (five regu- 
lar season, two postseason), each 
player had a white circle decal with a 
blue number '60,' on the back right side 
of the helmet, in honor of RG Mike Utley. 
Utley suffered a spinal cord injury in a 
game against the Los Angeles Rams on 
November 17, 1991, 


The small NFL shield was added to the 
'V' of the neck. 


1992: They wore a black circle decal with a white number ’65,' on 
the back right side of the helmet, in honor of LG Eric Andolsek, who was 
killed a few months prior to the season, 


1993; The Lions wore a 60th Anniversary patch on their left shoul- 
der, 


1994: The Lions wore throwback jerseys for the 1994 season while 
the NFL was celebrating their 75th anniversary. This version of the uniform 
was intended to replicate the jersey wom by the Lions in 1935, which 

was the season that the team won their 
first world championship. 


Several players wore a black circle decal 
with a white number '50,’ on the back 
right side of the helmetin honor of former 
Lions’ LB Toby Caston. 


1998: In what tumed out to be Barry 
Sanders final season, the Lions changed 
their look on the road, wearing blue 
pants with a white stripe between two 
silver stripes. 


1999; The Lions retumed to wearing silver pants (with white stripe 
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between two blue stripes) on the road. 


2000-02: In 2000, the Lions moved the 
numbers that were on the sleeves up to 
the shoulders. . 


The Lions wore a patch commemorating the 
first game in Ford Field on September 22, 
2002, against the Green Bay Packers. 


2003; The home jersey has a thick silver 
stripe between two thin blue stripes with 
white trim and two thin black stripes. The 
numbers are white with silver trim and out-. 
side black trim. The away 
jersey has a thick blue 
stripe between two thin 
silver stripes with white 
trim and two thin black 
stripes. The numbers 
on the away jersey are 
blue with silver trim and 
outside black trim. 


The helmet has one.ver- 
tical white stripe between 
two blue stripes and two 
thin black stripes on the 
outside. The Leaping 
Lion has white trim and 
Outside black trim and the 
facemask is black. 


The pants have one ver- 
tical thick white stripe 


between two blue stripes and two thin black stripes. 


2005: The Lions introduced a new black alternative jersey featuring 
Honolulu Blue numbers with silver and white trim. The alternate 
jersey can be worn in as many as two regular season games and 


one preseason game.

From building a team on the field to building houses in Detroit 
for low-income families, the Detroit Lions and Detroit Lions Charities 
(DLC), the football organization's philanthropic foundation, are 
committed to the fans and communities throughout the state of 
Michigan, 

In March, Detroit Lions Chariies awarded 109 grants totaling 
a record $494,483.80 to non-profit agencies throughout Michigan, 
bringing the 15-year total to more than $3.2 million in donations. 

This year's record-giving total represented nearly a 24 
percent increase over last year’s previous record grant total of 
$400,089.39. 

Detroit Lions Charities was established in 1990 to assist all 
age groups in a diverse range of needs and programs in Michigan. 
Particular emphasis is placed on programs that benefit the children 
and youth of Detroit. 

“Being actively involved in the community is very important to 
the Detroit Lions and Ford Field,” said Lions’ Vice Chairman William 
Clay Ford, Jr. “Through the many programs supported by Detroit 
Lions Charities, as well as by the individual efforts of our players, 
coaches and staff, we hope to make a positive impact, We see that 
as a responsibility as well as an honor and privilege to be as good 
of corporate citizens as we can be." 

For the seventh consecutive year, a grant will sponsor the 
Detroit Lions PAL Football League. The league is operated by the 
Detroit Police Athletic League (PAL) and involves 3,000 youngsters, 
ages eight through 14, playing in one of the nation’s largest tackle 
football leagues.

Academy's Media Resource Center and the paving of the school's 
parking lot and basketball court, Previously, Costco Wholesale and 
the Lions each made commitments for $50,000 a year for the next 
three years. In 2003, Lions head coach Steve Mariucci made a 
$10,000 donation to the academy for a book club. 


During the 2004 school year, the Academy's principal Cheryl 
White was presented with the MetLife Foundation Ambassadors 
in Education Award, Ms. White was one of only 15 principals from 
across the nation to receive the special award for positive community 
works during the 2003-2004 school year. White was presented with 
a $5,000 grant from representatives of MetLife for the Academy to 
continue work and relationship-building projects. The school first 
opened its doors in Fall 2001 with around 60 middle schoo! students 
and expanded to 143 students in the fall of 2004. The Academy is 
an alternative school for students who have not been successful in 
traditional middle school settings. Students enrolled in the Academy 
have demonstrated prior academic or behavioral problems. The 
Lions continue their involvement with the Academy throughout the 
year through player and staff appearances. 


GAME DAY DRIVES 

Hurricane Disaster-Relief Drive: The Detroit Lions raised 
nearly $7,000 in donations for the Hurricane Disaster-Relief Drive at 
Ford Field on Sunday, September 19. In concert with its home opener 
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versus the Houston Texans, the club also filled up approximately 1.5 
semi-trucks of personal goods given from event patrons, including 
paper towels, toilet paper, disposable diapers, baby wipes and plastic 
tarps. The Salvation Army Eastern Michigan Division co-sponsored 
the worthwhile event and all collected items were distributed to those 
devastated by the 2004 hurricanes in Florida, Mississippi, Alabama, 
Louisiana and the Gulf Coast. 

14th annual Thanksgiving Day Coat Drive: The Lions 14th 
annual Thanksgiving Day Coat Drive was held at Ford Field prior to 
the Lions-Colts game.

All participants launch one punt, one pass and one kick, with scores 
based on distance and accuracy (in feet). This year 14 of the 40 
finalists had previously competed in the state championship, which 
makes it the most returning state finalists in one year. 

For the 18th consecutive year, the Michigan Recreation and Park 
Association conducted the statewide PP&K competition under the 
direction of Chairman Stu Alderman from Troy. Local competitions 
were held in 205 communities in Michigan in the fall. The winners 
in each age group advanced to one of 13 sectional competitions 
held October 9-10. The top five sectional winners in each division 
advanced to the state finals. The Lions’ team champions had their 
scores in the finals compared to other team champions from 32 
NFL markets. The top four scorers in each age group from across 
the nation advanced to the national finals al an NFL playoff game 
in January. 

Among the 32 finalists who made it to the 2004-2005 NFL/Pepsi 
Punt, Pass and Kick National Finals was 15-year old Kristen Eible 
from Lansing, who competed in the girls 14-15 year old division as a 
representative of the Lions. Eible, who won a national championship 
at age 9, captured a state title on December 5 at Ford Field. The 
national competition took place prior to the Saturday, January 15 
AFC Divisional Playoff Game in Pittsburgh. NFL Pepsi Punt, Pass 
and Kick is the nation's largest grassroots sports skills competition 
with more than three-and-a-half kids competing in 2004-05, Current 
NFL stars, including Green Bay Packers QB Brett Favre, Buffalo 
Bills QB Drew Bledsoe, Baltimore Ravens K Matt Stover, Dallas 
Cowboys QB Vinny Testaverde and Washington Redskins K Tom 
Tupa, competed in the league's Punt, Pass and Kick program when 
they were youngsters, The NFL Pepsi Punt, Pass and Kick program 
is part of the NFL's “Dream Big. Play Big.” initiative that provides 
exciting ways for even more children to play, watch and experience 
the game of football.

players who proudly wore the No. 20 with dignity and class during 
their respective careers. The tribute preceded the Lions’ annual 
Thanksgiving clash, with Indianapolis as this year’s opponent. 
Barney (1967-77), Sims (1980-84) and Sanders (1989-98) 
combined to provide some of the greatest moments in the club's 
70-year history.

The eyes of the international sports world 
will converge upon Detroit when Ford Field 
hosts Super Bowl XL February 5, 2006. Ford 
Field was selected unanimously November 
1, 2000 by NFL ownership to be the site 
of Super Bowl XL, and it will mark the first 
Super Bowl in the Detroit Metro area since 
the Pontiac Silverdome was the site for 
Super Bowl XVI, played January 24, 1982. 
Whether by traveling to the Motor City or 
being part of the largest annual single- 
event television audience, the international 
sports community will get a first-hand view 
of why Ford Field is the crowning jewel of 
new sports stadiums. Located in the city's 
downtown business and entertainment 
district, Ford Field is a vital cog driving the 
current renaissance occurring in Detroit 

On November 16, 1999, a new era in 
Detroit Lions’ history began when the team 
officially launched the construction of its 
new downtown Detroit stadium. In 2002, 
the Lions and the city of Detroit unveiled 
one of the most impressive sports and 
entertainment venues ever bull. 

The Lions' downtown home is an 
incomparable 65,000-seat facility that 
includes a giant glass wall, revealing the 
picturesque Detroit skyline, and the old 
Hudson's Warehouse, originally built in 1920. 
The massive project encompasses a total of 
1.85 million square feet of development. 

The old Hudson's Warehouse, a major 
cornerstone of Ford Field, houses most 
of the stadium luxury seats, pressbox, 
testaurants, food courts, lounge areas, 
banquet facilities, entertainment venues 
and commercial space. The inclusion of the 
warehouse into the stadium project allows 
the sightlines at Ford Field to be among 
the very best in the NFL. In fact, even the 
locker room facilities have been built in 
the basement of the seven-story historic 
Detroit structure. 

Detroit played its first home preseason 
game at Ford Field Saturday, August 24, 
2003 against the Pittsburgh Steelers. Almost 
one month later, the Lions celebrated the 
inaugural regular season game at Ford Field 
Sunday, September 22 when they played 
host to their long-time divisional rival, the 
Green Bay Packers. The 2002 home opener 
marked the return of the Lions to downtown 
Detroit for the first time since 1974. 

The first major non-football event 
scheduled for the new stadium was Impact 
at Ford Field, a fund-raising event on 
September 5 for The Children's Center, 
Founded in 1929, The Children's Center 
provides 28 interrelated programs to 
approximately 7,000 children and families 
in Detroit. 

Following this grand opening event 
and the Lions’ first regular season game, 
Ford Field's first concert was in October, 
headlined by the rock-and-roll legends, the 
Rolling Stones.

Not only has Ford Field impressed the 
NFL owners, but it has also made an impact 
on the NCAA, which named the stadium 
the site of the 2009 Men's Basketball Final 
Four to be held April 4 and 6 and the 2010 
Men's Hockey Frozen Four to be held April 
8 and 10. Ford Field will warm-up to those 
championship events by hosting one of the 
four Men's Basketball Regional Finals in 
2008 (March 28 and 30),

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LIONS HEADQUARTERS AND TRAINING FACILITY 


The Ford family not only made a commitment to bring the 
pride of the Detroit Lions back into downtown Detroit with the 
construction of Ford Field, but they also decided that the new 
training and practice facility would be rivaled by no other team in 
the National Football League. 

The Lions’ $36 million Headquarters and Training Facility 
is built on a 22.7-acre parcel and is located just west of Detroit 
on the border of Allen Park and Dearborn. In fact, the new 
facility is just down the street from Ford Motor Company's World 
Headquarters. 

The franchise broke ground on the new world-class facility 
in August 2000 and moved into its new digs in April 2002. The 
460,000 square foot complex includes a full indoor practice field, 


2.5 outdoor practice fields, a state-of-the art weight and training 
room, a massive locker room, a hydrotherapy room, a spacious 
equipment room, a cafeteria, meeting rooms for each position, a 
player lounge, a 106-person auditorium for full team meetings and 
large press conferences, a broadcast studio, a library and archive 
room, a media room along with offices for all personnel. 

When entering the building from the main entrance, one is 
immediately hit with flashbacks of Lions football. A 23-by-26 foot 
mural is covered with the likes of nine Hall-of-Fame Lions players. 

In an effort to keep the environment clean, William Clay Ford, 
Jr. also made sure the building was built with renewable and 
recyclable products. The bamboo floors in the lobby, latex paint 
and rubber flooring have all contributed to this cause.

MEDIA ACCESS AND INTERVIEW 


REQUESTS 
All interview requests for players, coaches, executives and staff 
should be directed to the Lions Media Relations department. 


Head Coach: Head Coach Steve Mariucci will be available for 
interviews immediately following practice sessions. During training 
camp, Coach Mariucc''s post-practice media sessions will generally 
occur following the morning practice session. Following select 
practices, there will be a designated media interview area equipped 
with a sound distribution system that the media is encouraged to 
use. One-on-one or special requests for Coach Mariucci should be 
directed to Bill Keenist or Matt Barnhart. 


Players Access: Players are available during open locker room 
sessions and on the field immediately following practices. Please 
coordinate special requests for an individual player with a member 
of the Lions Media Relations department. 


Assistant Coaches: Lions’ assistant coaches are available to the 
media throughout the year. Please coordinate all interview requests 
for assistant coaches with a member of the Lions Media Relations 
department. Members of the media requesting an interview with an 
assistant Coach should be prepared to conduct the interview on the 
field following practice sessions, though interview availability may 
vary due to meeting schedules. 


PRACTICE GUIDELINES 
+ The media should respect the proprietary nature of open 
practice opportunities, and will be expected not to disclose those 
occurrences in either print or electronic news stories. If there Is 
a question whether an incident is considered “of proprietary 
nature,” the media person should ask a media relations staff 
member for clarification. No portions of practice should be 
reported unless commented on by the head coach. 

» Lions’ team practice sessions (mini-camp, training camp and 
regular season) will be open to the media, including reporters, 
photographers and camerapersons, Practice sessions during 
the regular season will be open to local-media only. 

~ Outdoor Practices: Members of the media covering practice 
outdoors should enter the practice area using the fire lane on the 
south side of the facility. Media observing practice should remain 
on or behind the track surrounding the practice fields. Tripods 
may not be used at any time during outdoor practice sessions. 

+ Indoor Practices: Members of the media view indoor practice 
sessions from the second level balcony. Media will be escorted 
to and from the viewing area by a member of the Lions Media 
Relations department. Since members of the media must be 
escorted to the viewing area, covering practice beginning at 
the starting time is the best way to insure complete access 
to practice. Media will be escorted to field level for post-practice 
interviews at the end of the practice sessions. Tripods may be

CREDENTIALS 

Credentials for Detroit Lions home games must be submitted 
through Media,Detroitlions.com. Instructions, as well as the 
request form, are posted on the Lions Media site.

LIONS MEDIA WING 

All members of the media covering the Lions at the Headquarters 
and Training Facility are welcome to use the work area designated 
for the media. In the Media Workroom (Room 111), there are 
workstations set aside for the Detroit Free Press, Detroit News, 
Booih Newspapers, Oakland Press, Associated Press and 
Lions Radio Network, All other stations within the workroom are 
available on a first-come, first-serve basis and are equipped 
with pool phones. 

The Radio Room (Room 108) is oulfitted for WXYT, WWJ, 
WJR and WDFN. There is an additional workstation for remote 
broadcasts. Use of this workstation must be scheduled through the 
Lions Media Relations department.
